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preface; 



This Revised Book of Common Prayer is the 
English Liturgy transmitted to us from the 
Reformation, altered only so fab as to 
bring it into complete agreement with the doc- 
trines and devotional services of all the Evan- 
gelical Churches. As little change has been 
made in the services as is compatible with the 
object of preparing a Book of Common Prayer 

which SHALL EMBODY THE DEVOTIONAL SPIKIT 

and worship common to all evangelical 
Christians. 

By the removal of those forms and passages 
taken from the Roman Missal and Liturgies, 
which have always been objected to, the services 
of the Prayer Book have been restored to their 
original integrity in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of the Reformers by whom they were 
compiled.

IV PREFACE. 

which was revised by Cranmer and other English 
and foreign divines, and approved by Parliament 
in 1552, mnst be regarded as containing ix their 

ORIGINAL AND GENUINE FORM the ServiceS 

adopted for public worship by the Reformed 
Church and people of England. It is an im- 
portant fact that the Reformers excluded from 
the Prayer Book of 1552, many of the pas- 
sages now used to sanction Romish doctrine and 
worship, and that they were subsequently inter- 
polated into the services by Elizabeth and by 
James I, and Charles II. 

Thus, the Prayer Book of the Reformers 
contained the following prohibition : " Ministers 

SHALL. USE NEFIHER AlB, VeSTMENT, NOR CoPE, 

but shall wear a surplice only at the 
Communion and at all other times of 

THEIR ministration." 

In the Prayer Book of Elizabeth, still in use, 
this prohibition was taken away, and Priests are 
directed "to use such ornaments of the 
Church and of the ministers as were in 
use in the second year of Edward VI.," at 
which period the Roman Catholic vestments were 
worn by the clergy, 

The Prayer Book of 1552 omitted the words, 
previously used by the Priest in giving the bread 
and wine, "The Body of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which was given for thee," or " The 
Blood of Christ which was shed for thee, 
preserve thy Body and Soul unto ever- 
lasting LIFE." These words, which were sup- 
osed to signify that when the Priest gave the 
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bread and wine to the people he gave them the 
body and blood of Christ to preserre their souls 
to eternal life, were again introdaced into the « 
Prayer Book of Elizabeth. 

The Altars which had been removed were 
replaced in the chancels, and several of the 
old ceremonies were restored. The prayer for 
deliverance from the tyranny of the Bishop of 
Rome, and the statements of the Reformers* 
Prayer Book against the Corporeal Presence were 
exclnded, and the ^^ Book was thus made pasS' 
able arrwng the Papists,^* 

By an iDJunction of James I. the declaration 
was added to the Catechism that "The Body 
AND Blood op Christ are verily and indeed 
taken and received by the faithful in the 
Lord's Supper." 

In the revision nnder Charles II. many altera- 
tions were made in favour of Romish doctrine, 
and the permanent disunion of English Pro- 
testants was effected by the exclusion of two 
thonsand Evangelical ministers from the Esta- 
blished Church. 

As, therefore, the Romish forms and ordinances 
were introduced into the Prayer Book by the 
authority of the State, m order to favour Ro- 
mam'sm, their removal should not be deemed an 
alteration of the services, but a restoration of 

THEM to their ORIGINAL PURITY IN DOCTRINE 
AND worship.

Vl PRBFAOE. 

In the present Revised Prayer Book, while the 
passages objected to at the Savoy Conference, or 
by Protestants generally, have been satisfactorily 
altered, the changes have been so few that they 
wonld be scarcely observed in the pnblic services 
of the Lord's-day, and certainly no Evangelical 
Christian will consider that the Occasional Ser- 
vices are impaired or mntilated.* 

Nothing is more certain than that the whole 
Romish movement which threatens to overspread 
England originated in those passages and rnbrics 
of the Prayer Book, on which it relies as its 
authority and foundation. 

Thus, it is confidently affirmed that ministers 
receive a sacerdotal commission to forgive sins, 
and are required to hear Confession and grant 
Absolution, by the following words in the services 
for Ordination of Priests, and for the Visitation 
of the Sick:-— 

**Receivb the Holy Ghost for the office and 
WORK OF A Priest in the Church of God now 

OOMBIITTED XTNTO THBE BY THE IMPOSITION OF OUR 

HANDS. Whose sins thou dost forgive they are 

FORGIVEN : AND WHOSE SINS THOU DOST RETAIN THEY 
ARE RETAINED." 

*' The siek person shall be moved to make special eon- 
feesion of his sins, if he feel his conscience troitbled unth 
any weighty matter, after which the Priest shaU absolve 
him \f he humbly and heartily desire it, after this sort:

It is also alleged that the power of Priests to 
convey Divine grace, as attached to their mini- 
stration of the sacraments is tanght in the fol- 
lowing words of the Baptismal Service : — 

"Seeing now that this child is regenehate," 
and " we yield tues hearty thanks, that it hath 

PLEAHED thee to REOENBBATE THIS INFANT WITH 

THY Holy Spirit." 

To retain the elements of Komish error in the 
pnblic services is to undermine the faith of the 
people and expose them to an inflaence which, 
sooner or later, will mislead them from the truth. 
No Evangelical Christian will deny the heavy re- 
sponsibility of using in public worship expressions 
which, in the estimation of very many, inculcate 
doctrines contrary to the Word of God. 

The Prayer Book itself, in the preface, declares 
that FORMS OF WORSHIP and rites and cere- 
MOKiES being in their own nature indif- 
ferent AND ALTERABLE, SUCH CHANGES AND 
ALTERATIONS SHOULD BE MADE THEREIN AS 
ACCORDING TO THE VARIOUS EXIGENCIES OF 
TIMES AND OCCASIONS SHOULD SEEM EITHER 
NECESSARY OR EXPEDIENT. 

The necessity for revision becomes evident 
when it is considered that the passages now used 
to sanction Romanism are completely opposed 
to the general teaching of the Liturgy and 
Articles; that they have constantly been ob- 
jected to by eminent Reformers and godly 
divines ; that they have caused most grievous 
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and long-continaed persecutions of faithful minis- 
ters and Christian people ; and that they are at 
this time so great a cause of division and offence 
among Protestants that no real union can be 
hoped for while they continue to be imposed. 

The desired alterations, which are few in 
number, and almost exclusiyely in the Occa- 
sional Services, would afford great relief and 
liberty to many burthened consciences, without 
affecting any of the doctrines contained in the 
Liturgy and Thirty-nine Articles, or introducing 
any additional observance or article of faith. 
Such a revision of the Liturgy would promote 
the cause of divine truth and purity of worship ; 
and instead of being, as heretofore, the occasion 
of division among Protestants, the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer would then serve to exhibit their 
devotional agreement, and promote more fully the 
acceptance of pure Scriptural principles.

Then Joseph, being raised from sleep, did 
as the angel of the Lord had bidden him, and 
took nnto him his wife ; and knew her not till 
she had brought forth her first-born son : and he 
ealled his name JESTJS.

ness of the faith which he had yet beiafi: micir* 
camcised ; that he might be the father of all them 
that believe, though they be not cireomcised; 
that righteousness might be imputed unto them 
also : And the father of circumcision to them 
who are not of the circumcision only, but also 
walk in the steps of that faith of onr father 
Abraham, which he had being yet uncircumcised. 
For the promise, that he should be the heir of 
the world, was not to Abraham, or to his seed, 
through the law, but through the righteousness 
of faith. For if they which are of the law be 
heirs, faith is made void, and the promise made 
of none effect. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke ii. 15. 

AND it came to pass, as the angels were gone 
away from them into heaven, the shepberdg 
said one to another, Let us now go even unto 
Bethlehem, and see this thing which is come to 
pass, which the Lord hath made known unto us. 
And they came with haste, and found Mary and 
Joseph, and the babe lying in a manger. And 
when they had seen it, they made known abroad 
the saying which was told them concerning this 
child. And all they that heard it wondered at 
those things which were told them by the shep- 
herds. But Mary kept all these things, and 
pondered th^n in her heart. And the shepherds 
returned, glorifying and praising God for all 
the things that they had heard and seen, as it 
was told unto them. And when eight days were

THE EPISTLE. Ephes. iii. 1. 

FOR this cause, I Paul, the prisoner of Jesus 
Christ for yon Gentiles; if ye have heard 
of the dispensation of the grace of God, which 
is given me to you- ward : How that by revela- 
tion he made known unto me the mystery (as I 
wrote afore in few words, whereby, when ye 
read, ye may understand my knowledge in the 
mystery of Christ) which in other ages was not 
; made known unto the sons of men, as it is now 
. revealed unto his holy Apostles and Prophets by

to the intent, that now unto the principalities 
and powers in heavenly places might be known 
by the Church the manifold wisdom of God, 
according to the eternal purpose which he pur- 
posed in Christ Jesus our Lord : In whom we 
have boldness and access with confidence by the 
faith of him. 

THE GOSPEL. Matth. ii. 1. 

WHEN Jesus was bom in Bethlehem of 
Judasa, in the days of Herod the king, 
behold, there came wise men from the east to 
Jerusalem, saying, Where is he that is bom King 
of the Jews ? for we have seen his star in the 
east, and are come to worship him. When 
Herod the king had heard these things, he was 
troubled, and all Jerusalem with him. And when 
he bad gathered all the chief priests and scribes 
of the people together, he demanded of them, 
where Christ should be born.

(Md, and when ye have foand him, bring me 
trord again, that I may come and worship him 
also. When they had heard the king, they 
departed; and lo, the star which they saw in tli^ 
east went before them, till it came and stood oyer 
where the young child was. When they saw the 
star, they rejoiced with exceeding great joy. 
And when they were come into the house, they 
saw the young child with Mary his mother, .and 
fell down and worshipped him : aad when they 
had opened their treasures, they presented unto 
him gifts; gold, and frankincense, and myrrh. 
And being warned of God in a dream that they 
should not return to Herod, they departed into 
tiicir own conntry another way.

AND the third day there was a marriage in 
Cana of Galilee, and the mother of Jesus 
was there.

This begin- 
ning of miracles did Jesus in Oana of Galilee, 
and manifested forth his glory, and his disciples 
believed on him.

See thon tell no man, bat go thy 
way, shew thyself to the priest, and offer the gift 
that Moses commanded, for a testimony unto 
them. And when Jesus was entered into Caper- 
nanm, there came unto him a centurion beseech- 
ing hina, and saying, Lord, my servant lieth at 
home sick of the palsy, grievously tormented. 
And Jesus saith unto him, I will come and heal 
hun. The centurion answered and said. Lord, I 
am not worthy that thou shouldest come under 
my roof ; but speak the word only, and my ser- 
vant shall be healed. For I am a man under 
authority, having soldiers under me: and I say 
unto this man. Go, and he goeth, and to another, 
Come^ and he cometh; and to my servant. Do 
this, and he doeth it. When Jesus heard it, 
he marvelled, and said to them that followed, 
Verily I say unto you, I have not found so 
great faith, no not in Israel.

And behold, there 
arose a great tempest in the sea, insomnch 
that the ship was covered with the waves : 
bat he was asleep. And his disciples came to 
him, and awoke him, saying. Lord, save ns, 
we perish. And he saith nnto them, Why 
are ye fearfnl, ye of little faith! Then 
he arose, and rebuked the winds and the sea, 
and there was a p^reat calm. But the men 
marvelled, saying, What manner of man is thte, 
that even the winds and the sea obey him I 
And when he was come to the other side into 
the conntry of the Gergesenes, there met him 
two possessed with devils, coming out of the 
tomivs, exceeding fierce, so thftt no man might 
pass by that way. And behold, they cried ont, 
saying, What have we to do with thee« Jesns, 
thou Son of God ? art thoa come hither to tor- 
lAetit ns before the time? And there was a 
gidod way off from them an herd of many swine^ 
feeding. So the devils besought him, saying, If 
then cast as ont^ suffer as to go away into the 
befd oi swise. And he said nnto them. Go. 
And when they were come out, they went into 
the herd of swine : and behold, the whole herd 
of swine ran violently down a steep place into 
the sea, and perished ia the waters. And they 
that kept them tied, and went their ways into 
the cHy, and told every thing, and what was be«- 
faUen to the possessed of the devils. And be* 
hold, the whole city came oat to meet Jesasr

the yerj elect. Behold, I have told you before* 
Wherefore, if they shall say unto you, Behold, 
he is in the desert ; go not forth : behold, he ie 
in the secret chambers ; believe it not. For as 
the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth 
even unto the west ; so shall also the coming of 
the Son of Man be. For wheresoever the carcase 
is, there will the eagles be gathered together. 
Immediately after the tribulation of those days 
shall the sun be darkened, and the moon shall 
not give her light, and the stars shall fall from 
heaven, and the powers of- the heavens shall be 
shaken. And then shall appear the sign of the 
Son of Man in heaven: and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth moani, and they shall see the 
Son of Man coming in the clouds of heaven, with 
power and great glory.

And every man that 
strireth for the mastery is temperate in all things : 
now they do it to obtain a corruptible crown, 
but we an incorruptible. I therefore so run, not 
as uncertainly ; so fight I, not as one that beateth 
the air : but I keep under my body, and bring it 
into subjection, lest that by any means, when I 
have preached to others, I myself should be a 
cast-away. 

THE GOSPEL. Matth. xx. 1. 

THE kingdom of heayen is like unto a man that 
is e^ householder, which went out early in 
the morning to hire labourers into his yineyard. 
And when he had agreed with the labourers for 
a peny a day, he sent them into his yineyard. 
And he went out about the third hour, and saw 
others standing idle in the market-place, and said 
unto them, Go ye also into the yineyard, and 
whatsoever is right I wiU give you. And they 
went their way. Again he went out about the 
sixth and ninth hour, and did likewise. And 
about the eleventh hour he went out, and found 
others standing idle, and saith unto them, Why 
stand ye here all the day idle ? They say unto 
him. Because no man hath hired us. He saith 
unto them. Go ye also into the vineyard, and 
whatsoever is right, that shall ye receive. So 
when even was come, the lord of the vineyard 
saith unto his steward. Call the labourers, and 
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give them their hire, beginnmg from the last 
onto the first And when they came that were 
hired about the eleventh hour, they reeeiyed 
every man a peny. Bat when the first came, 
they supposed that they shonld have received 
more ; and they likewise received every man a 
peny. And when they had received it, they 
murmored against the good-man of the house, 
saying. These last have wrought but one hour, 
and thou hast made them equal unto us, which 
have borne the burden and heat of the day. But 
he answered one of them, and said, Friend, I do 
thee no wrong ; didst thou not agree with me 
for a peny f Take that thine is, and go thy way ; 
I will give unto this last even as unto thee. Is 
it not lawful for me to do what I will with mine 
own? Is thine eye evil, because I am good? 
So the last shall be first, and the first last : for 
many be called, but few chosen.

THE EPISTLE. 2 Cor. xi. 19. 

YE suffer fools gladly, seeing ye yourselves are 
wise. For ye suffer if a man bring you 
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into bondage, if a man deronr jcra, if a man take 
of yon, if a man exalt iLimself, if a man smite jon 
on the face. I speak as concerning reproacfa, as 
thongh we had been weak : howbeit, whereinso- 
erer any is bold, (I speak foolishly,) I am bdd 
aisa Are they Hebrews ? so am I. Are they 
Israelites? so am I. Are they the seed of 
Abraham? so am I. Are they ministers of 
Christ? (I speak as a fool,) I am more: in 
labours more abundant; in stripes above measure; 
•in prisons more frequent ; in deaths oft. Of the 
Jews five times received I forty stripes save one ; 
thrice was I beaten with rods ; once was I stoned ; 
thrice I suffered shipwreck ; a night and a day I 
have been in the deep ; in joumeyings often ; in 
perils of waters ; in perils of robbers ; in perils 
by mine own countrymen; in perils by the 
heathen ; in perOs in the city ; in perils in the 
wilderness ; in perils in the sea ; in perils among 
false brethren ; in weariness and painfulness ; in 
watchings often ; in hunger and thirst ; in fastings 
often; in cold and nakedness; besides those 
things that are without, that which cometh upon 
me daily, the care of all the churches. Who is 
weak, and I am not weak ? who is offended, and 
I burn not? K I must needs glory, I will giory 
of the things which concern mine infirmities. 
The God and Father of our Lord Jesus Chri3t, 
which is blessed ^or evermore, knoweth that I 
lie not. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke viii 4. 

WHEN much people were gathered together, 
and were come to him oat of every city, 
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he spake by a parable : A sower went out to sow 
his seed; and as he sowed, some fell by the way- 
side, and it was trodden down, and the fowls of 
the air devoured it. And some fell npon a rock, 
and as soon as it was sprang up, it withered 
away, becaase it lacked moisture. And some 
fell among thorns, and the thorns sprang up with 
it, and choked it. And other fell on good 
ground, and sprang up, and bare fruit an hundred- 
fold. And when he had said these things, he 
cried, He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 
And his disciples asked him, saying. What might 
this parable bis? And he said, Unto you it is 
giren to know the mysteries of the kingdom of 
God : but to others in parables ; that seeing they 
might not see, and heariug they might not under-' 
stand. Now the parable is this : The seed is the 
Word of God. Those by the way-side are they 
that hear; then cometh the devil, and taketh 
away the word out of their hearts, lest they 
should believe, and be saved. They on the rock 
are they, which, when they hear, receive the word 
with joy ; and these have no root, which for a 
while believe, and in time of temptation fall away. 
And that which fell among thorns, are they, 
which, when they have heard, go forth, and, are 
choked with cares, and riches, and pleasures 
of this life, and bring no fruit to perfection. 
But that on the good ground, are they, which 
ia an honest and good heart, having heard 
the word, keep it, and bring forth fruit with 
patieiioe*

THE EPISTLE. 1 Cor. xiii. 1. 

THOUGH I speak with the tongues of men 
and of angels, and have not charity, I am 
become as sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbaL 
And though I have the gift of prophecy, and 
understand all mysteries, and all knowledge ; and 
though I have all faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, and have not charity, I am nothing. 
And though I bestow all my goods to feed the 
poor, and though I give my body to be burned, 
and have not charity, it profiteth me nothing. 
Charity suffereth long, and is kind; charity 
envieth not ; charity vaunteth not itself, is not 
puffed up, doth not behave itself unseemly^ 
seeketh not her own, is not easily provoked, 
thinketh no evil, rejoiceth not in iniquity, but 
rejoiceth in the truth ; beareth all things, be- 
lieveth all things, hopeth all things^ endureth all 
thmgs. Charity never faileth : but whether there 
be prophecies, they shall fail ; whether ihete be

tongaeSy they shall cease; whether there be 
knowledge, it shall vanish away. For we know 
in part, and we prophesy in part. Bat when 
that which is perfect is come, then that which is 
in part shall be done away. When I was a child, 
I spake as a child, I understood as a child, I 
thought as a child ; bat when I became a man, 
I pat away childish things. For now we see 
through a glass darkly ; but then face to face : 
now I know in part; but then shall I know even 
as also I am ^own. And now abideth faith, 
hope, charity, these three ; but the greatest of 
these is charity. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke xviii. 31. 

THEN Jesus took unto him the twelve, and 
said unto them. Behold, we go up to Je- 
rasalem, and all things that are written by the 
prophets concerning the Son of Man shall be ac- 
complished. For he shall be delivered unto the 
Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and spitefully 
entreated, and spitted on : and they shall scourge 
him, and put him to death ; and the third day he 
shall rise again. And they understood none of 
these things : and this saying was hid from them, 
neither knew they the things which were spoken. 
And it came to pass, that as he was come nigh 
onto Jericho, a certain blind man sat by the 
way-side begging : and . hearing the multitude 
pass by, he asked what it meant. And they told 
him, that Jesus of Nazareth passeth by. And 
be cried, saying, Jesus, thou Son of Bavid, have 
mercy on me. And they which went before 
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rebuked him, that he should hold his peace : bat 
he cried so much the more, Thon Son of Davidy 
have mercj on me. And Jesus stood, and com- 
mcmded him to be brought unto him : and wh^n 
he was eome near, he asked him, saying. What 
wilt thou that I should do unto thee? And 
be said, Lord, that I may receive my sight. 
And Jesus said unto him, Receive thy sight ; thy 
faith hath saved thee. And immediately he 
received his sight, and followed him, glorifying 
God : and all the people, when they saw it, gave 
praise imtp God.

poor, yet making many rich ; as having nothing, 
and yet possessing all things. 

THE GOSPEL. Matth. iv. 1. 

rpHBN was Jesus led up of the Spirit into the 
X wilderness, to be tempted of the devil. And 
when he had fasted forty days and forty nights, 
he was afterward an-hungred. And when the 
tempter came to him, he said, If thou be the Son 
of God, command that these stones be made 
bread. But he answered and said. It is written, 
Man shall not live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the mcJuth of God, 
Then the devil taketh him up into the holy city, 
and setteth him on a pinnacle of the temple, and 
saith unto him, If thou be the Son of God, cast 
thyself down ; for it is written, He shall give his 
angels charge concerning thee, and in their hands 
they shall bear thee up, lest at any time thou dash 
thy foot against a stone. Jesus said unto him, 
It is written again. Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God. Again, the devil taketh him up 
into an exceeding high mountain, and sheweth 
him all the kingdoms of the world, and the glory 
of them; and saith unto him. All these things 
will I give thee, if thou wilt fall down and wor- 
ship me. Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee 
hence, Satan ; for it is written. Thou shalt wor- 
ship the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou 
serve. Then the devil leaveth him, and behold, 
angels came and ministered unto him.

an offering and a sacrifice to God for a sweet- 
smelling savour. But fornication, and all nn- 
cleanness, or covetonsness, let it not be once 
named amongst yoo, as becometh saints; nei- 
ther filthiness, nor foolish-talking, nor jesting, 
which are not conyenient; bat rather giving 
of thanks; for this ye know, that no whore- 
monger, nor andean person, nor covetous man, 
who is an idolater, hath any inheritance in the 
kingdom of Christ, and of God. Let no man 
deceive you with yain words : for becaase of 
these things cometh the wrath of God upon 
the children of disobedience. Be not ye there- 
fore partakers vnth them; for ye were some- 
times darkness, but now are ye light in the 
Lord : walk as children of light ; (for the fruit 
of the Spirit is in all goodness, and righteous- 
ness, and truth;) proving what is acceptable 
onto the Lord. And haye no fellowship with 
the nnfrnitful works of darkness, bat rather 
reproye them : for it is a shame eyen to speak 
of those things which are done of them in 
secret. But sdl things that are reproyed are 
made manifest by the light : for whatsoeyer doth 
make manifest is light. Wherefore he saith, 
Awake, thou that steepest, and arise from the 
dead, and Christ shall giye thee light. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke xi. 14. 

JESUS was casting out a deyil, and it was 
dumb. And it came to pass, when the 
devil was gone out, the dumb spake; and the 
people wondered. But some of them said, He 
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easteth ont devils through Beelzebub, the chief 
of the devils. And others, tempting him, songht 
of him a sign from heaven. But he, knowing 
their thoughts, said unto them. Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to desolation; 
and a house divided against a house falleth. If 
Satan also be divided against himself, how shalf 
' his kingdom stand ? because ye say, that I cast 
out devils through Beelzebub. And *if I by 
Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do your 
sons cast them out! therefore shall they be your 
judges. But if I with the finger of God cast 
out devils, no doubt the kingdom of God is 
come upon you. When a strong man armed 
keepeth his palace, his goods are in peace ; but 
when a stronger than he shall come upon him, 
and overcome him, he taketh from him all his 
armour wherein he trusticd, and divideth his 
spoils. He that is not with me is against me: 
and he that gathereth not with me scattereth. 
When the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he 
walketh through dry places, seeking rest; and 
finding none, he saith, I will return unto my 
house whence I came out. And when he 
cometh, he findeth it swept and garnished. 
Then goeth he and taketh to him seven other 
spirits more wicked than himself, and they enter 
in, and dwell there ; and the last state of that 
man is worse than the first. And it came to 
pass, as he spake these things, a certain woman 
of the company lift up her voice, and said unto 
him. Blessed is the womb that bare thee, and 
the paps which thou hast sucked. But he said, 
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Yea ratller, blessed are l^ef that hear die Wortt 
of Ood, and keep it.

THE EPISTLE. GaL iv. 2L 

TELL me, ye that desire to be under the law, 
do ye not bear the law? For it is written, 
that Abraham had two sons, the one by a bond- 
maid, the other by a free-womaa But he who 
was of the bond-woman was born after the flesh ; 
but he of the free-woman was by promise. Which 
things are an allegory: for these are the two 
covenants ; the one from the mount Sinai, which 
gendereth to bondage, which is Agar. For this 
Agar is mount Sinai in Arabia, and answereUi 
to Jerusalem which now is, and is In bondage 
with her children. But Jerusalem which is above 
is free ; which is the mother of us all. For it is 
written. Rejoice, thou barren that bearest not ; 
break forth and cry, thou that travailest not: 
for the desolate hath many more children thaa 
she which hath an husband. . Now we, breUiren, 
as Isaac was, are the children of promise. But 
as then he that was bom after the flesh perse- 
cuted him that was bora afteir the Spirit ; even 
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80 it is BOW. Nevertheless, what saith the Scrip- 
ture ? Cast oat the bond-woman and her son ; 
for the son of the bond-woman shall not b^ 
heir with the son of the free-woman. So then, 
brethren, we are uot children of the bond-woman, 
bat of the free. 

THE GOSPEL. John vi. 1. 

TESTIS went over the sea of Galilee, which is 
V the sea of Tiberias. And a great maltitnde 
followed him, becaase they saw his miracles 
which he did on them that were diseased. And 
Jesus went up into a mountain, and there he sat 
with his ditciples. And the Passover, a feast of 
the Jews, was nigh. When Jesus then lift up 
his eyes, and saw a great company come unto 
him, he saith unto Philip, Whence shall we buy 
bread, that these may eat ? (And this he said to 
prove him ; for he himself knew what he would 
do.) Philip answered him. Two hundred peny- 
worth of bread is not sufficient for them, that 
every one of them may take a little. One of his 
disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, saith 
unto him, There is a lad here, which hath five 
barley-loaves, and two small fishes : but what are 
they among so many? And Jesus said, Make 
the men sit down. Now there was much grasjs 
in the place. So the men sat down, in number 
about five thousand. And Jesus took the loaves, 
and when he had given thanks he distributed to 
the disciples, and the disciples to them that were 
set down ; and likewise of the fishes as much ^ 
they would. Wh§n they were filled, be. said unto 
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FIFTH SUNDAY IN LENT. 

his disciples, Gather up the fragments that remain, 
that nothing be lost. Therefore they gathered 
them together, and filled twelve baskets with the 
fragments of the five barley-loaves, which re- 
mained over and above unto them that had eaten. 
Then those men, when they had seen the miracle 
that Jesus did, said, This is of a truth that 
Prophet that should come into the world.

WE beseech thee, Ahnighty God, mercifully to 
look upon thy people ; that by thy great 
goodness they may be governed and preserved 
evermore, both in body and soul ; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. ^ 

THE EPISTLE. Heb. ix. 11. 

CHRIST being come an High Priest of good 
things to come, by a greater and more 
perfect tabernacle, not made with hands ; that is 
to say, not of this building ; neither by the blood 
of goats and calves; but by his own blood he 
entered in once into the holy place, having 
obtained eternal redemption for us. For if the 
blood of bulls and of goats, and the ashes of an 
heifer sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to the 
purifying of the flesh ; how much more shall the 
blood of Christ, who, through the eternal Spirit, 
offered himself without spot to God, purge your 
conscience from dead works to serve the living 
God 1 And for this cause he is the Mediator of 
the new testament, that by means of death, for 
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the redemption of the transgressions that were 
under the first testament^ they which are called 
might receive the promise of eternal inheritance. 

THE GOSPEL. John viii. 46. 

JESUS said, Which of you convinceth me of 
sin? and if I say the truth, why do ye not 
believe me I He that is of God heareth God's 
words ; ye therefore hear them not, because ye 
are not of God. Then answered the Jews, and 
said unto him, Say we not well, that thou art a 
Samaritan, and hast a devil ? Jesus answered, I 
have not a devil ; but I honour my Father, and 
ye do dishonour me. And I seek not mine own 
glory; there is one that seeketh and judgeth. 
YerUy, verily, I say unto you, If a man keep my 
saying, he shall never see death. Then said the 
Jews onto him. Now we know that thou hast a 
devil : Abraham is dead, and the prophets ; and 
thoa sayest, If a man keep my saying, he shall 
never taste of death. Art thou greater than our 
father Abraham, which is dead ? and the prophets 
are dead : whom makest thou thyself ? Jesus 
answered, If I honour myself, my honour is 
nothmg ; it is my Father that honoureth me, of 
whom ye say, that he is your God : yet ye have 
not known him ; but I know him : and if I should 
say, I know him not, I shall be a liar like unto 
you; but I know him, and keep his saying. 
Your father Abraham rejoiced to see my day, 
and he saw it, and was glad. Then said the 
Jews unto him, Thou art not . yet fifty years old, 
and hast thou seen Abraham ? Jesus said unto 
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them, Verily, verily, I say tinto youj before 
Abraham was, I am. Then took they up stones 
to cast at him : bnt Jesos hid himself, and went 
ont of the temple.

THE COLLECT. 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, who, of 
thy tender love towards mankind, hast sent 
thy Son, our Saviour Jesus Christ, to take upon 
him our flesh, and to suffer death upon the cross, 
that all mankind should follow the example of 
his great humility; Mercifully grant, that we 
may both follow the example of his patience, 
and also be made partakers of his resurrection ; 
through the same Jesus Christ our Lord. Amm. 

THE EPISTLE. Phil. u. 5. 

LET this mind be in you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus : who, being in the form of 
God, thought it not robbery to be equal with 
God; but made himself of no reputation, and 
took upon him the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men : and being found in 
fashion as a man, he humbled himself, and be- 
came obedient nnto death, even the death of the 
cross. Wherefore God also hath highly exalted 
him, and given him a Name which is above every 
name; that at the Name of Jesus every knee 
shonld bow, of things in heaven, and things in 
earth, and things under the earth; and that 
every tongue should confess that Jesns Christ ia 
Lord, to the glory of God the Fath^* 
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THE GOSPEL. Mafcth. xxviL 1. 

WHEN the morning was come, all the- 
cfaief priests and elders of the people 
took coonsel against Jesus, to put him to 
death. And when they had bound him, ihej 
led him away, and delivered him to Pontius 
Pilate the governour. Then Judas who had 
betrayed him, when he saw that he was con* 
demned^ repented himself, and brought again 
the thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests 
and elders, saying, I have sinned, in that I 
have betrayed the innocent blood. And they 
said. What is that to us? see thou to that. 
And he cast down the pieces of silver in the 
temple, and departed, and went and hanged 
himself. And the chief priests took the silver 
pieces, and said. It is not lawful for to put 
them into the treasury, because it is the price 
of blood. And they took counsel, and bought 
with them the potter's field, to bury strangers 
in. Wherefore that field was called. The field 
of blood,- unto this day. (Then was fulfilled 
that which was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
saying, And they took the thirty pieces of sil- 
ver, the price of him that was valued, whom 
they of the children of Israel did value, and 
gave them for the potter's field, as the Lord 
appointed me.) And Jesus stood before th^ 
governour ; and the governour asked him, say- 
ing. Art thou the King of the Jews? And 
Jesus said onto him, Thou sayest. And when he 
was aeonsed of the chief priests and elders, he 
answered nothing. Then eaith Pilate unto him^ 
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Hearest thon not how many things thej witness 
against thee? And he answered him to never a 
word, insomuch that the govemour marvelled 
greatly. Now at that feast the govemonr was 
wont to release unto the people a prisoner, whom 
they would. And they had then a notable pri- 
soner, called Barabbas. Therefore when they 
were gathered together, Pilate said unto them, 
Whom will ye that I release unto you ? Barabbas, 
or Jesus which is called Christ ? For he knew 
that for envy they had delivered him. When he 
was set down on the judgement-seat, his wife 
sent unto him, saying. Have thou nothing to do 
with that just man: for I have suffered many 
things this day in a dream because of him. But 
the chief priests and elders persuaded the multi- 
tude that they should ask Barabbas, and destroy 
Jesus. The govemour answered and said unto 
them. Whether of the twain will ye that I release 
unto you? They said, Barabbas. Pilate saith 
unto then), What shall I do then with Jesus, 
which is called Christ f They all say unto him. 
Let him be crucified. And the govemour said. 
Why, what evil hath he done ? But they cried 
out the more, saying. Let him be crucified. 
When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, 
but that rather a tumult was made, he took 
water, and washed his hands before the multitude, 
saying, I am innocent of the blood of this just 
person: see ye to it. Then answered all the 
people, and said, His blood be on us, and on oar 
children. Then released he Barabbas unto them : 
and when he had scourged Jesus he delivered him

to be crucified. Then the soldiers of the gover- 
nonr took Jesus into the common hall, and 
gathered unto him the whole band of soldiers.' 
And they stripped him, and put on him a scarlet 
robe. And when they had platted a crown of 
thorns they put it upon his head, and a reed in 
his right hand : and they bowed the knee before 
him, and mocked him, saying. Hail, King of the 
Jews. And they spit upon him, and took the 
reed, and smote him on the head. And after 
that they had mocked him they took the robe off 
from him, and put his own raiment on him, and 
led him away to crucify him. And as they came 
out they found a man of Gyrene, Simon by name; 
him they compelled to bear his cross. And when 
they were come unto a place called Golgotha, 
that is to say, a place of a scull, they gave him 
vinegar to drink mingled with gall : and when he 
had tasted thereof, he would not drink. And 
they crucified him, and parted his garments, 
casting lots : that it might be fulfilled, which was 
spoken by the prophet, They parted my gar- 
ments among them, and upon my vesture did 
they cast lots. And sitting down they watched 
him there ; and set up over his head his 
accusation written, THIS IS JESUS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. Then were there 
two thieves crucified with him; one on the 
right hand, and another on the left. And they 
that passed by reviled him, wagging their heads, 
and saying, Thon that destroyest the temple, 
and buildest it in three days, save thyself: if 
thou be the Son of God, come down from the 
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>m^088. Likewise also the chief priests mocking 
him, with the scribes and elders, said, He saved 
others, himself he cannot save : if he be the King 
of Israel, let him now come down from the cross, 
and we will believe him. . He trusted in God ; 
let him deliver him now, if he will have him : for 
be said, I am the Son of God. The thieves also, 
which were crucified with him, cast the same in 
hJ8 teeth. Now from the sixth hour Ihere was 
darkness over all the land unto the ninth hour. 
And about the ninth hour Jesus cried with a 
loud voice, saying, Eli^ Eli^ lama sabackthant f 
that is to say. My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me ? Some of them that stood there, 
when they heard that, said, This man calleth for 
Elias. And straightway one of them ran, and 
took a spunge, and filled it with vinegar, and put 
it on a reed, and gave him to. drink. The rest 
said. Let be, let us see whether Elias will come 
to save him. Jesus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the ghost. And 
behold, the vail of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom, and the earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent, and the graves were 
opened, and many bodies of saints which slept 
arose, and came out of the graves after his resur- 
rection, and went into the holy city, and appeared 
unto many. Now when the centurion, and they 
that were with him, watching Jesus, saw the 
earthquake, and those thmgs that were done, 
they feared greatly, saying, Tru^y this was the 
fion of God.

FOR THE EPISTLE. Isaiah Ixiii 1. 

WHO is this that cometh from Edom, with' 
dyed garments from Bozrah ? this that is 
glorious in his apparel, travelling in the greatness 
of his str^gth ? I that speak in righteousness^ 
mighty to save; Wher^ore art thon red in thine 
apparel, and thy garments like him that treadetk 
in the wine-fat ? I have trodden the wine-press 
alone, and of the people there was none with me : 
for I will tread them in mine anger, and trample 
them in my f nry, and their blood shall be sprinkled 
npon my garments, and I will stain all my 
raiment. For the day of vengeance is in mine 
heart, and the year of my redeemed is come. 
And I looked^ and there was none to help ; and 
I wondered that there was none to uphold: 
therefore mine own arm brought salvation unto 
me, and my fury it upheld me. And I will treatd 
d-owB the people in mine anger, and make 
tfatin drunk in my fury, and I will bring down 
their strength to the earth. I will mention 
the loving-kindnesses of the Lord, and the praises 
of ike Lord, accordii^ to all that the Lord 
hath bestowed on us, and the great goodness 
towards the house of Israel, which he hath 
bestowed on them> according to his mercies, 
aad according to the multitude of his loving- 
kindnesses. For he said. Surely they are my 
people, children that will not lie : so he was 
their Saviour. In all iJieir affliction he was 
afflicted) and the angel of his presence saved 
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them : in nis love, and in his pity, he redeemed 
them, and he bare them, and carried them all 
the days of old. But they rebelled, and vexed 
his holy Spirit ; therefore he was turned to be 
their enemy, and he fought against them. Then 
iie remembered the days of old, Moses and his 
people, saying, Where is he that brought them 
up out of the sea with the shepherd of his flock? 
where is he that put his holy Spirit within him ? 
that led them by the right hand of Moses, with 
his glorious arm, dividing the water before them, 
to make himself an everlasting Name ? that led 
them through the deep as an horse in the 
wilderness, that they should not stumble ? As a 
<beast goeth down into the valley, the Spirit of 
the Lord caused him to rest so didst thou 
lead thy people, to make thyseK a glorious 
Name. Look down from heaven, and behold 
from the habitation of thy holiness, and of thy 
glory : where is thy zeal, and thy strength, the 
sounding of thy bowels, and of thy mercies 
towards me? Are they restrained? Doubtless 
thou art our Father, though Abraham be ig- 
norant of us, and Israel acknowledge us not: 
Thou, O Lord, art our Father, our Redeemer, 
thy Name is from everlasting. O Lord, why 
hast thou made us to err from thy ways? and 
hardened our hearts from thy fear ? Return for 
thy servants' sake, the tribes of thine inheritance. 
The people of thy holiness have possessed it bat 
a little while : our adversaries have trodden down 
thy sanctuary. We are thine ; thou never barest 
rule over them ; they were not called by thy Name.

THE GOSPEL. Mark xiv. 1. 

AFTER two days was the feast of the Pass- 
over, and of unleavened bread : and the 
chief priests and the scribes sought how they 
might take him by craft, and put him to death. 
But they said, Not on the feast-day, lest there 
be an uproar of the people. And being in 
Bethany, in the house of Simon the leper, as he 
sat at meat, there came a woman having an 
alabaster box of ointment of spikenard, very 
precious ; and she brake the box, and poured 
it on his head. And there were some that had 
indignation within themselves, and said. Why 
was this waste of the ointment made? for it 
might have been sold for more than three 
hundred pence, and have been given to the 
poor : and they murmured against her. And 
Jesus said. Let her alone ; why trouble ye her ? 
she hath wrought a good work on me : for ye 
have the poor with you always, and whensoever 
je will ye may do them good ; but me ye have 
not always. She hath done what she could; 
she is cQme aforehand to anoint my body to the 
burying. Yerily I say unto you. Wheresoever 
this Gospel shall be preached throughout the 
whole world, this also that she hath done shall 
be spoken of for a memorial of her. And 
Jadas Iscariot, one of the twelve, went unto 
the chief priests to betray him unto them. 
And when they heard it they were glad, 
and promised to give him money. And he 
son^t how he might conveniently betray him. 
And the first day of unleavened bread, when

they killed the passover, his disciples said 
nnto him, Where wilt thou that we go and 
prepare, that thou mayest eat the passover? 
And he sendeth forth two of his disciples, and 
saith unto them, Go ye into the city, and there 
shall meet you a man bearing a pitcher of water ; 
follow him : And wheresoever he shall go in, say 
ye to the good-man of the house, The Master 
saith. Where is the guest-chamber, where I shall 
eat the passover with my disciples f And he will 
shew you a large upper-room furnished, and pre- 
pared : there make ready for us. And his dis- 
ciples went forth, and came into the city, and 
found as he had said unto them : and they made 
ready the passover. And in the evening he 
cometh with the twelve. And as they sat, and 
did eat, Jesus said, Verily I say unto you, One 
of you which eateth with me shall betray me. 
And they began to be sorrowful, and to say nnto 
him one by one. Is it I? and another said. Is it 
1 1 And he answered and said unto them. It is 
one of the twelve that dippeth with me in the 
dish. The Son of Man indeed goeth, as it is 
written of him ; but wo to that man by whom 
the Son of Man is betrayed : good were it for 
that man if he had never been born. And as 
they did eat, Jesus took bread, and blessed, and 
brake it, and gave to them, and said. Take, eat : 
this is my body. And he took the cup, and when 
he had given thanks he gave it to them: and 
they all drank of it. And he said unto them. 
This is my blood of the new testament, which is 
shed for many. Yerily I say nnto you, I will 
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drink no more of the frnit of the vine, until that 
day that I drink it new in the Kingdom of God. 
And when they had sung an hymn they went out 
into the mount of Olives. And Jesus saith unto 
them, All ye shall be offended because of me this 
night : for it is written, I will smite the shepherd, 
and the sheep shall be scattered. But, after that 
I am risen, I vrill go before you into Galilee. 
Bat Peter said unto him, Although all shall be 
offended, yet will not I. And Jesus saith unto 
him. Verily I say unto thee, That this day, even 
in this night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. But he spake the more 
vehemently. If I should die with thee, I will not 
deny thee in any wise. Likewise also said they 
all. And they came to a place which was named 
Gethsemane : and he saith to his disciples, Sit ye 
here, while I shall pray. And he taketh with 
him Peter, and James, and John, and began to 
be sore amazed, and to be very heavy, and saith 
unto them, My soul is exceeding sorrowful unto 
death ; tarry ye here, and watch. And he went 
forward a little, and fell on the ground, and 
prayed, that, if it were possible, the hour might 
pass from him. And he said, Abba, Father, all 
things are possible unto thee; take away this 
cup from me ; nevertheless, not what I will, but 
what thou wilt. And he cometh and findeth them 
sleeping, and saith unto Peter, Simon, sleepest 
thou? couldest not thou watch one hour t Watch 
ye and pray, lest ye enter into temptation : the 
spirit truly is ready, but the flesh is weak. And 
again he went away, and prayed, and spake the 
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same words. And when be returned he Umai 
them asleep again, (for their eyes were hmrj^) 
neither wist they what to answer him. And be 
Cometh the third time, and saith unto them. 
Sleep on now, and take your rest : it is enai^h, 
the hour is come; behold, the Son of Man is 
betrayed into the hands of sinners. Rise up, 
let ns go ; lo, he that betrayeth me is at hmd. 
And immediately, while he yet spake, cometii 
Jndas, one of the twelve, and with him a great 
multitude with swords and staves, from the « 
chief priests, and the scribes, and the dders. 
And he that betrayed him had given them a 
token, saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
same is he; take him, and lead him away 
safely. And as soon as he was come he goeth 
straightway to him, and saith, Master, master; 
and kissed him. And they laid their hands on 
him, and took him. And one of them that stood 
by drew a sword, and smote a servant of the 
high priest, and cut off his ear. And Jesus 
answered, and said unto them. Are ye come out 
as against a thief, with swords and with staves, 
to take me ? I was daily with yon in the temple 
teaching, and ye took me not: bat the Scrip- 
tures must be fulfilled. And they all forsook 
him, and fled. And there followed him a certain 
young man, having a linen cloth cast abont bis 
naked body ; and the young men laid hdld on 
him: and he left the linen cloth, uid fled from 
them naked. And they led Jesos away to the 
high priest: and with him were assembled aU 
the chief priests, and the elders, and the scribes. 
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And Peter followed him afar off, even into the 
palace of the high priest ; and he sat with the 
servants, and warmed himself at the fire. And 
the chief priests and all the conncil soaght for 
witness against Jesas to pat him to death ; and 
fonnd none. For many bare false witness against 
him, bnt then* witness agreed not together. And 
there arose certain, and bare false witness against 
him, saying. We heard him say, I will destroy 
this temple that is made with hands, and within 
three days I will build another made without 
hands. But neither so did their witness agree 
together. And the high priest stood up in the 
midst, and asked Jesus, saying, Answerest thou 
nothing ? what is it which these witness against 
thee ? But he held his peace, and answered no- 
thmg. Again the high priest asked him, and 
said unto him, Art thou the Christ, the Son of 
the Blessed? And Jesus said, I am; and ye 
shall see the Son of Man sitting on the right 
hand of power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven. Then the high priest rent his clothes, 
and saith. What need we any further witnesses t 
ye have heard the blasphemy: what think ye? 
And they all condemned him to be guilty of 
death. And some began to spit on him, and to 
cover his face, and to buffet him, and to say 
unto him. Prophesy : and the servants did strike 
him with the palms of their hands. And as 
Peter was beneath in the palace there cometh 
one of the maids of the high priest ; and when 
she saw Peter warming himself she looked upon 
h&n, and said, And thou also wast with Jesus of 
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Nazareth. Bat he denied, saying, I know not, 
neither understand I what thou sajest. And he 
went out into the porch; and the cock crew. 
And a maid saw him again, and began to saj to 
them that stood by, This is one of them. And 
he denied it again. And a little after, they that 
stood by said again to Peter, Surely thou art 
one of them ; for thou art a Galilean, and thy 
speech agreeth thereto. But he began to curse 
and to swear, saying, I know not this man of 
whom ye speak. And the second time the cock 
crew. And Peter called to mind the word that 
Jesus said unto him, Before the cock crow twice, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. And when he thought 
thereon, he wept.

FOR THE EPISTLE. Isaiah 1. 5. 

THE Lord God hath opened mine ear, and I 
was not rebellious, neither turned away 
back. I gave my back to the smiters, and my 
cheeks to them that plucked off the hair : I hid 
not my face from shame and spitting. For the 
Lord God will help me, therefore shall I not be 
confounded : therefore have I set my face like a 
flint, and I know that I shall not be ashamed. 
He is near that justifieth me ; who wiU contend 
with me ? Let us stand together ; who is mine 
adversary 1 let him come near to me. Behold, 
the Lord God will help me ; who is he that shall 
condemn me? Lo, they all shall wax old as a 
garment : the moth shall eat them up. Who is

among you that feareth the Lord, that obeyeth 
the voice of his servant, that walketh in darkness^ 
and hath no light ? let hinr trust in the Name of 
the Lord, and stay upon his God. Behold, all 
ye that kindle a fire, that compass yourselves 
about with sparks ; walk in the light of your fire, 
and in the sparks that ye have kindled. This 
shall ye have of mine hand, ye shall lie down in 
sorrow. 

THE GOSPEL. Mark xv. 1. 

AND straightway in the morning the chief 
priests held a consultation with the elders, 
and scribes, and the whole council, and bound 
Jesus, and carried him away, and delivered him 
to Pilate. And Pilate asked him. Art thou the 
King of the Jews ? And he answering said unto 
him. Thou sayest it. And the chief priests 
accused him of many things : but he answered 
nothing. And Pilate asked him again, saying, 
Answerest thou nothing? behold how m^y 
things they witness against thee. But Jesus yet 
answered nothing: so that Pilate marvelled. 
Now at that feast he released unto them one 
prisoner, whomsoever they desired. And there 
was one named Barabbas, which lay bound with 
them that had made insurrection with him, who 
had committed murder in the insurrection. And 
the multitude, crying aloud, began to desire him 
to do as he had ever done unto them. But 
Pilate answered them, saying. Will ye that I 
release unto you the King of the Jews? Per 
he knew that the chief priests had delivered 
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him for envy. But the chief priests moved 
the people, that he shoald rather release Ba- 
rabbas unto them. *And Pilate answered, and 
said again unto them, What will je then that 
I shall do unto him whom ye call the King of 
the Jews? And they cried out again, Crucify 
-him. Then Pilate said unto them, Why, what 
evil hath he done? And they cried out the 
more exceedingly. Crucify him. And so Pi- 
late, willing to content the people, released 
Barabbas unto them, and delivered Jesus, when 
he had scourged him, to be crucified. And the 
soldiers led him away into the hall, called 
PrsBtorium ; and they call together the whole 
band. And they clothed him with purple, and 
platted a crown of thorns, and put it about his 
head: and began to salute him. Hail, ^^^g of 
the Jews. And they smote him on the head 
with a reed, and did spit upon him, and bowing 
their knees worshipped him. And when they 
had mocked him they took off the purple from 
him, and put his own clothes on him, and led 
hhn out to crucify him. And they compel one 
Shnon a Cyrenian, who passed by, coming cot 
of the country, the father of Alexander and 
Rufus, to bear his cross. And they bring him 
mito the place Golgotha, which is, being in- 
terpreted, The place of a scull. And they gave 
him to drink wine mingled with myrrh ; bnt he 
received it not. And when they had crucified 
him they parted his garments, casting lots upon 
them, what every man should take. And it was 
the third hour, and they crucified him. And 
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the superscription of his accnsatioD was written 
oyer, THE KING OP THE JEWS. And 
with him they crncify two thiet^s, the one on 
his right haad^ and the other on his left And 
the scriptare was fulfilled, which saith, And be 
was nnmbered with the transgressors. And thej 
that passed by railed on him, wagging their 
heads, and saying, Ah, thou that destroyest the 
temple, and baildest it in three days, save thy* 
self, and come down from the cross. Likewise 
also the chief priests mocking said among them* 
selves, with the scribes, He saved others ; him- 
self he cannot save. Let Christ the King of 
Israel descend now from the cross, that we may 
see and believe. And they that were crucified 
with him reviled him. And when the sixth hoar 
was come, there was darkness over the whole land 
until the ninth hoar. And at the ninth hour 
Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, JSloi, EUn, 
lama sabachthani? which is, being interpreted, 
My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me ? 
And some of them that stood by, when they 
heard it, said, Behold, he calleth Elias. And 
one ran and filled a spunge full of vinegar, and 
put it on a reed, and gave him to drink, saying. 
Let alone ; let us see whether Elias will come to 
take him down. And Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, and gave up the ghost. And the vail of 
the temple was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom. And when the centurion, which stood 
over against him, saw that he so cried out, and 

§aYe up the ghost, he said. Truly, this man was 
le Son of God* 
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Wednesday before Easter. 

THE EPISTLE, fleb. ix. 16. 

WHERE a testament is, there most also of 
necessity be the death of the testator: 
for a testament is of force after men are dead ; 
otherwise it is of no strength at all whilst the 
testator liveth. Whereupon, neither the first 
testament was dedicated without blood : for when 
Moses had spoken every precept to all the people, 
according to the law, he took the blood of calves 
and of goats, with water, and scarlet wool, and 
hyssop, and sprinkled both the book, and all the 
people, saying. This is the blood of the testament, 
which God hath enjoined unto you. Moreover, 
he sprinkled with blood both the tabernacle, and 
all the vessels of the ministry. And almost all 
things are by the law purged with blood; and 
without shedding of blood is no remission. It 
was therefore necessary that the patterns of 
things in the heavens should be purified with 
these; but the heavenly things themselves with 
better sacrifices than these. For Christ is not 
entered into the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true, but into heaven 
itself, now to appear in the presence of God for 
us ; nor yet that he should offer himself often, as 
the high priest entereth into the holy place every 
year with blood of others : for then must he often 
have suffered since the foundation of the world ; 
but now once in the end of the world hath he 
appeared to put away sin by the sacrifice of him- 
self. And as it is appointed unto men once to 
lis 
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die, bnt after this the jadgement : so Christ was 
once offered to bear the sins of many ; and nnto 
them that look for him shall he appear the second 
time withont sin unto salvation. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke xxii. 1. 

NOW the feast of unleavened bread drew nigh, 
which is called the Passover. And the 
chief priests and scribes sought how they might 
kill him ; for they feared the people. Then 
entered Satan into Judas surnamed Iscariot, 
being of the number of the twelve. And he went 
his way, and communed with the chief priests 
and captains, how he might betray him unto 
them. And they were glad, and covenanted to 
give him money. And he promised, and sought 
opportunity to betray him unto them in the 
absence of the multitude. Then came the day of 
unleavened bread, when the passover must be 
killed. And he sent Peter and John, saying. Go 
and prepare us the passover, that we may eat. 
And they said unto him, Where wilt thou that 
we prepare ? And he said unto them, Behold, 
when ye are entered into the city, there shall a 
man meet you, bearing a pitcher of water ; 
follow him into thQ house where he entereth in. 
And ye shall say unto the good-man of the 
house, The Master saith unto thee, Where is the 
guest-chamber, where I shall eat the passover 
with my disciples? And he shall shew you a 
large upper room furnished; there make ready. 
And they went, and found as he had said unto 
them : and they made ready the passover.

nevertheless, not my will, but thine be done. 
And there appeared an angel nnto him from 
heaven, strengthening him. And being in an 
agony, he prayed more earnestly ; and his 
sweat was as it were great drops of blood 
falling down to the ground. And when he 
rose up from prayer, and was come to his 
disciples, he found them sleeping for sorrow, and 
said unto them. Why sleep ye 1 rise and pray, 
lest ye enter into temptation. And while he yet 
spake, behold, a multitude, and he that was called 
Jndas, one of the twelve, went before them, and 
drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus 
said unto him, Judas, betrayest thou the Son of 
Man with a kiss ? When they who were about 
him saw what would follow, they said unto him, 
Lord, shall we smite with the sword ? And one 
of them smote the servant of the high priest, and 
cut off his right ear. And Jesus answered and 
said, Suffer ye thus far. And he touched his 
eai*, and healed him. Then Jesus said unto the 
chief priests, and captains of the temple, and the 
elders who were come to him. Be ye come out 
as against a thief, with swords and staves? 
When I was daily with you in the temple, ye 
stretched forth no hands against me: but this 
is your hour, and the power of darkness. Then 
took they him, and led him, and brought him 
into the high priest's house ; and Peter followed 
afar off. And when they had kindled a iSre in 
the midst of the hall, and were set down together, 
Peter sat down among them. But a certain 
maid beheld him, as he sat by the fire^ and 
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earnestly looked upon him, and said, This man 
was also with him. And he denied him, saying. 
Woman, I know him not. And after a little 
while another saw him, and said, Thou art also 
of them. And Peter said, Man, I am not. And 
about the space of one hoar after, another con- 
fidently affirmed, saying. Of a truth this fellow 
also was with him ; for he is a Galilean. And 
Peter said, Man, I know not what thou sayest. 
And immediately, while he yet spake, the cock 
crew. And the Lord tarned, and looked upon 
Peter; and Peter remembered the wDrd of the 
Lord, how he had said unto him. Before the 
cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. And 
Peter went out, and wept bitterly. And the 
men that held Jesas mocked him, and smote him. 
And when they had blindfolded him, they struck 
him on the face, and asked him, saying. Prophesy, 
who is it that smote thee? And many other 
things blasphemously spake they against him. 
And as soon as it was day, the elders of the 
people, and the chief priests, and the scribes, 
came together, and led him into their council, 
saying, Art thou the Christ? tell us. And he 
said unto them. If I tell you, ye will not believe : 
and if I also ask you, ye will not answer me, 
nor let me go. Hereafter shall the Son of Man 
sit on the right hand of the power of God. 
Then said they all. Art thou then the Son of 
God ? And he said unto them, Ye say that I am. 
And they said. What need we any further wit- 
ness? for we ourselves have heard of his own 
mouth. 
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aJso at Jerosalem at that tima And when 
Herod saw Jesus he was exceeding glad ; for 
he was desirous to see him of a long season, 
because he had heard many things of him; 
and he hoped to have seen some miracle done 
by him. Then he questioned with him in 
many words; but he answered him nothing* 
And the chief priests and scribes stood and 
vehemently accused him. And Herod with 
his men of war set him at nought, and mocked 
hun, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and 
sent him again to Pilate. And the same day 
Pilate and Herod were made friends together; 
for before they were at enmity between them- 
selves. And Pilate, when he had called together 
the chief priests, and the rulers, and the people, 
said unto them, Ye have brought this man unto 
me, as one that perverteth the people : and be- 
hold, I, having examined him before you, have 
found no fault in this man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him: No, nor yet Herod: 
for I sent you to him ; and lo, nothing worthy 
of death is done unto him. I will therefore 
chastise him, and release him. For of necessity 
he must release one unto them at the feast. And 
they cried out all at once, saying. Away with 
this man, and release unto us Barabbas : (who 
for a certain sedition made in the city, and for 
murder, was cast into prison.) Pilate, there- 
fore, willing to release Jesus, spai^e again to 
them. But they cried, saying, Crucify him, 
crucify him. And he said unto them the third 
time. Why, what evil hath he done? I have

fonnd no canse of death in him : I will therefore 
chastise him, and let him go. And they were 
instant with lond voices, requiring that he might 
be crucified: and the voices of them and of the 
chief priests prevailed. And Pilate gave sen- 
tence that it should be as they required. And 
he released unto them him that for sedition and 
murder was cast into prison, whom they had de- 
sbed ; but he delivered Jesus to their will. And 
as they led him away, they laid hold upon one 
Simon a Cyrenian, coming out of the country, 
and on him they laid the cross, that he might 
bear it after Jesus. And there followed him a 
great company of people, and of women, which 
also bewailed and lamented him. But Jesus, 
turning unto them, said, Daughters of Jerusalem, 
weep not for me, but weep for yourselves, and 
for your children. For behold, the days are 
coming, in the which they shall say. Blessed are 
the barren, and the wombs that never bare, and 
the paps which never gave suck. Then shall 
they begin to say to the mountains, Fall on us ; 
and to the hills. Cover us. For if they do these 
things in a green tree, what shall be done in the 
dry? And there were also two other, malefac- 
tors, led with him to be put to death. And 
when they were come to the place which is called 
Calvary, there they crucified him ; and the male- 
factors, one on the right hand, and the other on 
the left. Then said Jesus, Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do. And they 
parted his raiment, and cast lots. And the people 
stood beholding ; and the rulers also with them 
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derided him, saying, He saved others ; let hun 
save himself, if he be Christ, the chosen of Qod. 
And the soldiers also mocked him, coming to 
him, and offering him vinegar, and saying. If thoa 
be the King of the Jews, save thyself. And a 
superscription also was written over him in let- 
ters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS 
IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. And one 
of the malefactors, which were hanged, railed 
on him, saying. If thou be Christ, save thyself, 
and us. But the other answering rebuked him, 
saying, Dost not thou fear God, seeing thou art 
in the same condemnation? And we indeed 
jujstly; for we receive the due reward of our 
deeds, but this man hath done nothing amiss. 
And he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me 
when thou comest into thy kingdom. And Jesus 
said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, To-day 
shalt thou be with me in paradise. And it was 
about the sixth hour : and there was a darkness 
over all the earth until the ninth hour. And the 
sun was darkened, and the vail of the temple was 
rent in the midst. And when Jesus had cried 
with a loud voice, he said, Father, into thy hands 
I commend my spirit : and having said thus, he 
gfive up the ghost. Now when the centurion 
saw what was done, he glorified God, saying, 
Certainly this was a righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to that sight, beholding 
the things that were done, smote their breasts, 
and returned. And all his acquaintance, and the 
women that followed him from Galilee, stood afar 
off, beholding these things. 
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ftood Friday.

GOOD FRIDAY. 

THE EPISTLE. Heb. i. 1. 

TBnS law having a shadow of good things to 
come, and not the very image of the things, 
can never with those sacrifices which they offered 
year by year continually, make the comers there- 
unto perfect; for then would they not ha^e 
ceased to be offered! because that the wor- 
shippers once purged should have had no more 
conscience of sins. But in those sacrifices there 
is a remembrance again made of sins every year. 
For it is not possible that the blood of bulls and 
of goats should take away sins. Wherefore, 
when he cometh into the world, he saith, Sacrifice 
and offering thou wouldest not, but a body hast 
thou prepared me : In burnt-offerings and sacri- 
fices for sin thou hast had no pleasure : Then 
said I, Lo, I come (in the volume of the book it 
IS written of me) to do thy will, God. Above, 
when he said. Sacrifice and offering, and burnt- 
offerings, and offering for sin thou wouldest not, 
neither hadst pleasure therein, which are offered 
by the Law : then said he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, God. He taketh away the first, that he 
may establish the second. By the which will we 
are sanctified, through the offering of the body of 
Jesus Christ once for all. And every priest 
standeth daily ministering, and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never take away 
sins. But this man, after he had offered one 
sacrifice for sins, for ever sat down on the right 
hand of God ; from henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his foot-stool. For by one 
offering he hath perfected for ever them that are 
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sanctified: Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a 
witness to us : for after that he had said before,' 
This is the covenant that I will make with them 
after those days, saith the Lord, I will put my 
laws into their hearts, and in their minds will I 
write them ; and their sins and iniquities will I 
remember no more. Now where remission of 
these is, there is no more offering for sin. Haying 
therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a new and 
living way, which he hath consecrated* for us, 
through the vail, that is to say, his flesh ; and 
having an High Priest over the house of God ; 
let us draw near with a true heart, in full as- 
surance of faith, having our hearts sprinkled from 
an evil conscience, and our bodies washed with 
pure water. Let us hold fast the profession of 
our faith without wavering; (for he is faithful 
that promised ;) and let us consider one another 
to provoke unto love, and to good works ; not 
forsaking the assembling of ourselves together, 
as the manner of some is; but exhorting one 
another : and so much the more, as ye see the 
day approachmg. 

THE GOSPEL. John xii. 1. 

PILATE therefore took Jesus, and scourged 
him. And the soldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it on his head, and they put od 
him a purple robe, and said, Hail, King of the 
Jews: and they smote him with their hands. 
Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith unto 
them. Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye 
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Woman, behold thj son. Then saith he to the 
disciple, Behold thy mother. And from that hour 
that disciple took her unto his own home. After 
this, Jesos, knowing that all things were now ac- 
complished, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
saith, I thirst. Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar : and they filled a spunge with vinegar, 
and put it upon hyssop, and put it to his mouth. 
When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, 
he said, It is finished : and he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghost. The Jews therefore, 
because it was the preparation, that the bodies 
should not remain upon the cross on the sabbath- 
day, (for that sabbath-day was an high day,) 
besought Pilate that their legs might be broken, 
and that they might be taken away. Then came 
the soldiers, and brake the legs of the first, and 
of the other which was crucified with him. But 
when they came to Jesus, and saw that he was 
dead abeady, they brake not his legs. But one 
of the soldiers with a spear pierced his side, and 
forthwith came thereout blood and water. And 
he that saw it bare record, and his record is true: 
and he knoweth that he saith true, that ye might 
believe. For these things were done that the Scrip- 
ture should be fulfilled, A bone of him shall not 
be broken. And again, another Scripture saith, 
They shall look on him whom they pierced. 

Easter Even. 

THE COLLECT. 

GRANT, Lord, that as we are baptized into 
the death of thy blessed Son oar Savionr 
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Jesus Christ, so by continnal mortifying our 
corrupt affections we may be buried with him ; 
and that through the grave, and gate of death, 
we may pass to our joyful resurrection ; for his 
merits, who died, and was buried, and rose again 
for us, thy Son Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen, 

THE EPISTLE. 1 Pet. iii. 17. 

IT is better, if the will of God be so, that ye 
suffer for well-doing, than for evil-doing. 
For Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the 
just for the unjust, that he might bring us to 
God, being put to death in the flesh, but 
quickened by the Spirit. By which also he 
went and preached unto the spirits in prison; 
which sometime were disobedient, when once the 
long-suffering of God waited in the days of 
Noah, while the ark was a preparing; wherein 
few, that is, eight souls, were saved by water. 
The like figure whereunto, even baptism, doth 
also now save us, (not the putting away the filth 
of the flesh, but the answer of a good conscience 
towards God,) by the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ : who is gone into heaven, and is on the 
right hand of God, angels and authorities and 
powers being made subject unto him. 

THE GOSPEL. Matth. xxvii. 57. 

WHEN the even was come, there came a rich 
man of Arimathssa, named Joseph, who 
also himself was Jesus' disciple. He went to 
Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. Then 
Pilate commanded the body to be delivered. 
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Aud when Joseph had iakea the bodj, he 
wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it in 
his own new tomb, which he had hewn ont in 
the rock ; and he rolled a great stone to the door 
of the sepalchre, and departed. And there was 
Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, sitting 
over against the sepalchre. Now the next day 
that followed the day of the preparation, the 
chief priests and Pharisees came together nnto 
Pilate, saying, Sir, we remember that that 
deceiver said, while he was yet alive, After three 
days I will rise again* Command therefore that 
the sepalchre be made sare until the third day, 
lest his disciples come by night and steal him 
away, and say nnto the people, He is risen from 
the dead : so the last error shall be worse than 
the first. Pilate said unto them, Ye have a 
watch; go yoor way, make it as sore as yon 
can. So they went and made the sepalchre sure, 
sealing the stone, and setting a watcL

Cometh on the children of disobedience. In the 
which ye also walked some time, wh^ ye lived in 
them. 

THE GOSPEL. John xx. 1. 

THE first day of the week cometh Mary Magda- 
lene early, when it was yet dark, unto the 
sepulchre, and seeth the stone taken away from 
the sepulchre. Then she runneth and cometh to 
Sunon Peter, and to the other disciple whom 
Jesus loved, and saith unto them. They have 
taken away the Lord out of the sepulchre, and 
we know not where they have laid him. Peter 
therefore went forth, and that other disciple, and 
came to the sepulchre. So they ran both to- 
gether ; and the other disciple did outrun Peter, 
and came first to the sepulchre ; and he, stooping 
down and looking in, saw the linen clothes lying ; 
yet went he not in. Then cometh Simon Peter 
following him, and went into the sepulchre, and 
seeth the linen clothes lie ; and the napkin that 
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was abont his head, not lying with the linen 
clothes, bat wrapped together in a place bj 
itself. Then went in also that other disciple 
which came first to the sepulchre, and he saw, 
and believed. For as yet they knew not the 
Scripture, that he must rise again from the dead. 
Then the disciples went away again unto their 
own home.

PETER opened his mouth, and said, Of a truth 
I perceive that God is no respecter of per- 
sons; but in every nation he that feareth him 
and worketh righteousness, is accepted with him. 
The word which God sent unto the children of 
Israel, preaching peace by Jesus Christ; (he is 
Lord of all;) that word (I say) ye know, which 
was published throughout all Judaea, and began 
from Galilee, after the baptism which John 
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preached : bow God anointed Jesus of Nazareth 
with the Holy Ghost, and with power ; who went 
aboat doing good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil: for God was with him. 
And we are witnesses of all things which he did, 
both in the land of the Jews, and in Jerusalem ; 
whom they slew, and hanged on a tree: Him 
God raised up the third day, and shewed' him 
openly ; not to all the people, but unto witnesses 
chosen before of God, even to us, who did eat 
and drink with him after he rose from the dead. 
And he commanded us to preach unto the peo- 
ple, and to testify that it is he who was ordained 
of God to be the Judge of quick and dead. To 
him give all the prophets witness, that through 
his Name whosoever believeth in him shall receive 
remission of sins. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke xxiv. 13. 

BEHOLD, two of his disciples went that same 
day to a village called Emmaus, which was 
from Jerusalem about threescore furlongs. And 
they talked together of all these things which 
had happened. And it came to pass, that while 
they communed together, and reasoned, Jesus 
himself drew near, and went with them. But 
their eyes were holdeu, that they should not 
know him. And he said unto them, What man- 
ner of communications are these that ye have 
one to another, as ye walk, and are sad ? And 
the one of them, whose name was Cleopas, an- 
swering, said unto him, Art thou only a stranger 
in Jerusalem, and hast not known the things 
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which are come to pass there in these dajsT' 
And he said nnto them, What things? And 
they said unto him, Concerning Jesas of Naza- 
reth, who was a prophet mighty in deed and 
word, before God and all the people: and how 
the chief priests and onr rnlers delivered him to 
be condemned to death, and have crucified him. 
But we trusted that it had been he which should 
have redeemed Israel: and besides all this, to- 
day is the third day since these things were 
done. Yea, and certain women also of our 
company made us astonished, which were early 
at the sepulchre; and when they found not his 
body, they came, saying, that they had also seen 
a vision of angels, which said that he was alive. 
And certain of them which were with us went 
to the sepulchre, and found it even so as the 
women had said; but him they saw not. Then 
he said unto them, O fools, and slow of heai*t to 
believe all that the prophets have spoken : ought 
not Christ to have suffered these things, and to 
enter into his glOry ? And beginning at Moses, 
and all the prophets, he expounded unto them in 
all the Scriptures the things concerning himself. 
And they drew nigh unto the village whither 
they went ; and he made as though he would 
have gone further: but they constrained him, 
saying. Abide with us, for it is towards evening, 
and the day is far spent. And he went in to 
tarry with them. And it came to pass, as he sat 
at meat with them, he took bread, and blessed it, 
and brake, and gave to them. And their eyes 
were opened, and they knew him and he vanished 
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out of their sight. And they said one to ano- 
ther, Did not our heart burn within us, while he 
talked with us by the way, and while he opened 
to us the Scriptures? And they rose up the 
same hour, and returaed to Jerusalem, and found 
the eleven gathered together, and them that were 
with them, saying, The Lord is risen indeed, and 
hath appeared to Simon. And they told what 
things were done in the way, and' how he was 
known of them in breaking of bread.

For they that dwell at Jerusalem, and their 
rulers, because they knew him not, nor yet the 
voices of the prophets which are read every 
sabbath-day, they have fulfilled them in con- 
demning him. And though they found no cause 
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of death in him, yet desired they Pilate that he 
should be slain. And when they had fulfilled 
all that was written of him, they took him down 
from the tree, and laid him in a sepnlchre. Bat 
God raised him from the dead : and he was seen 
many days of them which came up with him 
from Galilee to Jernsalem, who are his witnesses 
unto the people. And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promise which was made 
unto the fathers, God hath fulfilled the same unto 
us their children, in that he hath raised up Jesus 
again ; as it is also written in the second Psalm, 
Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee. 
And as concerning t^at he raised him up from 
the dead, now no more to return to corruption, 
he said on this wise, I will give you the sure 
mercies of David. Wherefore he saith also in 
another Psalm, Thou shalt not suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption. For David, after he had 
served his own generation by the will of God, 
fell on sleep, and was laid unto his fathers, and 
saw corruption : But he whom God raised again 
saw no corruption. Be it known unto you there- 
fore, men and brethren, that through this man is 
preached unto you the forgiveness of sins : and 
by him all that believe are justified from all 
things, from which ye could not be justified by 
the law of Moses. Beware therefore, lest that 
come upon you which is spoken of in the pro- 
phets ; Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, and 
perish : for I work a work in your days, a work 
which ye shall in no wise believe, though a man 
declare it unto you. 
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THE GOSPEL. Luke xxiv. 36. 

PSIJS himself stood in the midst of them, aad 
saith unto them, Peace be unto you. But 
they were terrified and affrighted, and supposed 
that they had seen a spirit. And he said unto 
them, Why are ye troubled, and why do thoughts 
arise in your hearts ? Behold my hands and my 
feet, that it is I myself : handle me, and see ; for 
a spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see me 
have. And when he had thus spoken, he shewed 
them his hands and his feet. And while they yet 
believed not for joy, and wondered, he said unto 
them. Have ye here any meat? And they gave 
him a piece of a broiled fish, and of an honey- 
comb. And he took it, and did eat before them. 
And he said unto them, These are the words 
which I spake unto you, while I was yet with 
you, that all things must be fulfilled which were 
written in the law of Moses, and in the Prophets, 
and in the Psalms concerning me. Then opened 
he their understanding, that they might under- 
stand the Scriptures, and said unto them, Thus 
it is written, and thus it behoved Christ to suffer, 
and to rise from the dead the third day ; and that 
repentance and remission of sins should be 
preached in his Name among all nations, begin- 
ning at Jerusalem. And ye are witnesses of 
these things.

THE EPISTLE. 1 John v. 4. 

WHATSOEVER is bom of God overcometh 
the world ; and this is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even oar faith. Who is 
he that overcometh the world, bat he that be- 
lieveth that Jesas is the Son of God? This is 
he that came by water and blood, even Jesas 
Christ; not by water only, bat by water and 
blood : and it is the Spirit that beareth witness, 
because the Spirit is truth. For there are three 
that bear record in heaven, the Father, the Word, 
and the Holy Ghost: and these three are one. 
And there are three that bear witness in earth, 
the spirit, and the water, and the blood: and 
these three agree in one. If we receive the 
witness of men, the witness of God is greater : 
for this is the witness of God, which he hath 
testified of his Son. He that believeth on the 
Son of God hath the witness in himself : he that 
believeth not God hath made him a liar, because 
he believeth not the record that God gave of his 
Son. And this is the record, that God hath 
given to ns eternal life ; and this life is in his 
Son. He that hath the Son hath life ; And he 
that hath not the Son hath not life. 
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TpHE same day at evening, being the first day of 
A the week, when the doors were shnt, where 
the disciples were assembled for fear of the Jews, 
came Jesn^ and stood In the midst, and saith 
unto them, Peace be nnto you. And when he 
had so said, he shewed unto them his hands and 
his side. Then were the disciples glad when they 
saw the Lord. Then said Jesus to them again, 
Peace be unto you: As my Father hath sent 
me, even so send I you. And when he had 
said this, he breathed on them, and saith unto 
them. Receive ye the Holy Q-host. Whosesoever 
sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them • and 
whosesoever sins ye retain, they are retained.

mitted himself to him that judgeth righteously : 
who his own self bare our sins in his own body 
on the tree, that we, being dead to sins, should 
live unto righteousness: by whose stripes ye 
were healed.

These thmgs have I 
spoken unto you in proverbs : the time cometh 
when I shall no more speak unto you in pro- 
verbs, but I shall shew you plainly of the Fa- 
ther.

Jesus answered them. Do ye now believe? Be- 
hold, the hour cometh, yea, is now come, that 
ye shall be scattered every man to his owQ| and 
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shall leave me alone; and yet I am not alone^ 
because the Father is with me. These things I 
have spoken nnto yon, that in me ye might have 
peace. In the world ye shall have tribulation ; 
but be of good cheer, I have overcome the 
world.

THE former treatise have I made, Theo- 
philus, of all that Jesus began both to do 
and teach, until the day in which he was taken 
up, after that he through the Holy Ghost had 
given commandments unto the Apostles whom 
he had chosen : to whom also he shewed himself 
alive after his passion, by many infallible proofs ; 
being seen of them forty days, and speaking of 
the things pertaining to the Kingdom of God: 
and, being assembled together with them, com- 
manded them that they should not depart from 
Jerusalem, but wiolt for the promise of the 
Father, which, saith he, ye have heard of me. 
For John truly baptized with water, but ye shall 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost not many days 
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hence. When thej therefore were come to- 
gether, they asked of him, saying, Lord, wilt 
thoa at this time restore a^ain the kingdom to 
Israel? And he said onto them. It is not for 
70a to know the times or the seasons, which the 
Father hath put in his own power. But ye shall 
receive power after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you; and ye shall be witnesses unto me, 
both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth. And when he had spoken these things, 
while they beheld, he was taken up, and a cloud 
received him out of their sight. And while they 
looked stedfastly toward heaven, as he went up, 
behold, two men stood by them in white apparel ; 
which also said, Ye men of Galilee, why stand 
ye gazing up into heaven? This same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into heaven, shall so 
come, in like manner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven. 

THE GOSPBL. Mark xvl. 14u 

TESTIS appeared unto the eleven as they sat at 
V meat, and upbraided them with their un- 
belief and hardness of heart, because they be- 
lieved not them which had seen him after he 
was risen. And he said unto them. Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the Gospel to every 
creature. He that believeth and is. baptized 
shall be saved; but he that believeth not shall 
be. damned. And these signs shall foUbw them 
that believe : In my Name shall they cast out 
devils ; they shall speak with new tongues ; tiiey 
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ehall take up serpents ; and Ji they drink my 
deadly thing, it shall not hart them ; they shall 
Jay hands on the ^ck, and they shall recorer. 
So then after the Lord had spoken unto them^ 
he was received up into heaven, and sat on the 
right hand of God. And they went forth and 
preached every where, the Lord working with 
them, tind confirming the Word with signs fol- 
lowing.

eth him : bat ye know him ; for he dwelleth wfth 
yon, and shall be in yon. I will not leave yon 
conif ortleBs ; I will come to yon. Yet a little 
while, and the world seeth me no more ; bat ye 
see me : becaase I live, ye shall live also. At 
that day ye shall know, that I am in my Father, 
and ye in me, and I in yon.

Jesas 
answwed and said anto him, If a man love me, 
he will keep m^ words, and my Father will love 
him, and we will come anto him, and make oar 
abode with him. He that loveth me not keepeth 
not my sayings : and the word which ye hear is 
not mine, but the Father's which sent me. These 
things have I spoken anto yon, being yet present 
with yoa.

Bnt that the world may 
know that I love the Father ; and as the Father 
gave me commandment, eren so I do.

Israel, preaching peace by Jesus Chcist ; (he is 
Lord of all;) that Word,* T say, ye know, which 
was published thronghont all Jtidsea, and began 
from Galilee, after the baptito which John 
preached: how God anointed Jesasr of Nazareth 
with the Holy Ghost, and with pewrer ; who went

about doing good, and healing all that were 
oppressed of the devil : for God was with him. 
And we are ^tnesses of all things which he did, 
both in the land of the Jews, and in Jerusalem ; 
whom they slew, and hanged on a tree: Him 
God raised up the third day, and shewed him 
openly ; not to all the people, but unto witnesses 
chosen before of God ; even to us who did eat 
and drink with him after he rose from the dead. 
And he commanded us to preach unto the people, 
and to testify that it is he which was ordained of 
God to be the Judge of quick and dead.

that ye are thereunto cafled, that je shonld in- 
herit a blessing. For he that wiU love life, and 
see good days, let him refrain his tongue from 
evil, and his lips that they speak no goile : let 
him eschew enl, and do good; let him seek 
peace, and ensne it.

And 
Simon answermg said unto him, Master, we 
have toiled all the night, and have tak«i no- 
thing; nevertheless, at thy word I will let 
down the net And when they had this done, 
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they inclosed a great multitude of fishes, ftnd 
their net brake. And they beckoned unto their 
partners which were in the other ship, that 
they should come and help them. And they 
came, and filled both the ships, so that they 
began to sink. When Simon Peter saw it, he 
fell down at Jesus' knees, saying, Depart from me^ 
for I am a sinful man, O Lord. For he was 
astonished, and all that were with him, at the 
draught of the fishes which they had taken; 
and so was also James, and John, the sons of 
Zebedee, which were partners with Siijaon. And 
Jesus said unto Simon, Fear not, from henee- 
forth thou shalt catch men. And when they bad 
brought their ships to land, they forsook all, and 
followed him.

THE EPISTLE. Bomans vi. 3. 

KNOW ye not, that so many of us as were 
baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized 
into his death? Therefore we are buried with 
him by baptism into death ; that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the glory of the 
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Father, even so we also should walk in newness 
of life. For if we have been planted together 
in the likeness of his death, we shall be also in 
the likeness of his resnrrection ; knowing this, 
that onr old mat is crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed, that henceforth 
we should not serve sin. For he that is dead is 
freed from sin. Now if we be dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live with him; 
knowing that Christ being raised from the dead 
dieth no more; death hath no more dominion 
over him. For in that he died, he died unto sin 
once ; but in that he liveth, he liveth unto God. 
Likewise reckon ye also yourselves to be dead 
indeed unto sin, but alive unto God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

THE GOSPEL. Matth. v. 20. 

TESTIS said unto his disciples. Except your 
righteousness shall exceed the righteousness 
of the Scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no case 
enter into the Kingdom of heaven. Ye have heard 
that it was said by them of old time, Thou shaft 
not kill: and whosoever shall kill, shall be in 
danger of the judgement. But 1 say unto you, 
that whosoever is angry with his brother with- 
out a cause shall be in danger of the judgement : 
and whosoever shall say to his brother, Baca, 
shall be in danger of the council ; but whosoever 
shall say. Thou fool, shall be in. danger of hell- 
fire. Therefore if thou bring thy gift to the 
altar, and there rememberest that thy brother 
hath ought against thee ; leave there tbj 
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^ft before the altar, and go thy way, first 
be reconciled to thy brother, and then come 
and offer thy gift. Agree with thine ad- 
versary quickly, whiles thou art in the way 
with him; lest at any time the adversary de- 
liver thee to the judge, and the jndge deliver 
thee to the officer, and thoa be cast into prison. 
Yerily I say onto thee, Thoa shalt by no means 
come oat thence, till thou hast paid the utter- 
most farthing. 

The Seventh Sunday after Trinity. 

THE COLLECT. 

LORD of all power and might, who ajrt the 
author and giver of all good things ; Graft 
in our hearts the love of thy Name, increase in 
us true reh'gion, nourish us with all goodness, 
and of thy great mercy keep us in the same; 
through Jesus Christ oar Lord. Amen. 

THE EPISTLE. Rom. vi. 19. 

I SPEAK after the manner of men, because of 
the infirmity of your flesh : for as ye have 
yielded your members servants to uncleanness, 
and to iniquity, unto iniquity; even so now 
yield your members servants to righteousness, 
unto holiness. For when ye were the serv&nts 
of sin, ye were free from righteousness. What 
fruit had ye then in those things whereof ye are 
now ashamed? for the end of those things ia 
death. But now being made free from sin, and 
become servants to God, ye have your fruit 
unto holiness, and the end everlasting life. For 
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the wages of siu is death : bat the gift of God is 
eternal life, through Jesns Christ our Lord 

. THE GOSPEL. Mark viiL 1. 

F those days the multitude being very great, 
and having nothing to eat, Jesus called his 
disciples unto him, and saith unto them, I have 
compassion on the multitude, because they have 
now been with me three days, and have nothing 
to eat : and if I send them away fasting to their 
own houses, they will faint by the way; for divers 
of them came from far. And his disciples an- 
swered him. From whence can a man satisfy 
these men with bread here in the wilderness? 
And he asked them. How many loaves have ye 1 
And they said. Seven. And he commanded the 
people to sit down on the ground. And he took 
the seven loaves, and gave thanks, and brake, 
and gave to his disciples to set before them ; and 
they did set them before the people. And 
they had a few small fishes ; and he blessed, and 
commanded to set them also before them. So 
they did eat and were filled : and they took up 
of the broken meat that was left seven baskets. 
And they that had eaten were about four thon- 
slind. And he sent them away. 

The Eighth Sunday after Trinity. 

THE COLLECT. 

0GOD, whose never-failing providence order- 
eth all things both in heaven and earth; 
We humbly beseech thee to pdt awayirom tw 
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all hortfol thmgs, and to .give us those tiiiigr- 
which be profitable for us ; through Jesus Ghirist 
our Lord.

THE EPISTLE. Rom. viii. 12. 

BRETHREN, we are debtors, not to, the flesh, 
to live after the flesh. For if ye live after 
the flesh, ye shall die; bat if ye through ^& 
Spffit do mortify the deeds of the body, ye shall 
live. For as many as are led by the Spirit of 
God, they are the sons of God. For ye have 
not received the spirit of bondage ^ain to fear ; 
but ye have received the spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. The Spirit 
itself beareth witness with our spirit, that we 
are the children of God : and if children, then 
heirs ; heirs of God, and joint-heirs with Christ : 
if so be that we suffer witiii him, that we may be 
also glorified together. 

THE GOSPEL. Matth. yu. 15. . 

BEWARE of false prophets, which come to 
you in sheep's clothing, but inwardly they 
are ravening wolves. Ye shall know them by 
their fruits : do men gather grapes of thorns, or 
figs of thistles f Even so every good tree bringeth 
forth good fruit; but a corrupt tree bringetii 
forth evil fruit. A good tree cannot bring forth 
evil fruit ; neither can a corrupt tree bring forth 
good fruit. Every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast into the fire. 
Wherefore by their fruits ye shall know them. 
Not every one that saith onto me, Lord, Lord, 
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shall enter into the Kingdom of heaven ; but lie 
that doeth the will of my Father which is in 
heaven. 

The Uinth Sunday after Trinity. 

THE COLLECT. 

/^RANT to US, Lord, we beseech thee, the 
\J spirit to think and do always such things 
•as be rightful; that we, who cannot do any 
thing that is good without thee, may by thee 
be enabled to live according to thy will; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

THE EPISTLE. 1 Cor. x. 1. 

BRETHREN, I would not that ye should 
be ignorant, how that all our fathers were 
oinder the cloud, and all passed through the 
sea; and were all baptized unto Moses in the 
cloud, and in the sea; and did all eat the 
same spiritnal meat, and did all drink the same 
•spiritnal drmk : (for they drank of that spiri- 
tual Rock that followed them ; and that Rock 
was Christ.) But with many of them God was 
not well pleased; for they were overthrown in 
the wilderness. Now these things were onr 
•examples, to the intent we should not lust after 
«vil things, as they also lusted. Neither be ye 
idolaters, as were some of them ; as it is written, 
The people sat down to eat and drink, and rose 
tip to play. Neither let us commit fornication, 
as some of them committed, and fell in one day 
three and twenty thousand. Neither let us tempt 
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Christ, as some of them also tempted, and 
were destroyed of serpents. Neither murmur 
je, as some of them also murmured, and 
were destroyed of the destroyer. Now all 
these things happened untx) them for en- 
samples: and they are written for our ad- 
monition, upon whom the ends of the world 
are come. Wherefore let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall. There hath no 
temptation taken yon, but such as is common to 
man: but God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that ye are able ; but 
will with the temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to bear it. 

THE G08PEL. Luke xvi. 1. 

JESUS said unto his disciples. There was a 
certain rich man which had a steward ; and 
the same was accused unto him that he had 
wasted his goods. And he called him, and said 
unto him, How is it that I hear this of thee ? 
Give an account of thy stewardship ; for thou 
mayest be no longer steward. Then the steward 
said within himself, What shall I do? for my 
lord taketh away from me the stewardship : I 
cannot dig, to beg I am ashamed. I am resolved 
what to do, that, when I am put out of the 
stewardship, they may receive me into their 
houses. So he called every one of his lord's 
debtors unto him, and said unto the first. How 
much owest thou unto my lord ? And he said, 
An hundred measures of oil. And he said unto 
mm. Take thy bill, and sit down quickly, and 
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write fifty. Then said he to another. And how 
much owest thoa? And he said, An hundred 
measares of wheat. And he said unto him, Take 
thy bill, and write fourscore. And the lord com- 
mended the unjust steward, because he had done 
wisely : for the children of this world are in their 
generation wiser than the children of light. And 
I say unto you, Make to yourselves friends of 
the mammon of unrighteousness; that when ye 
fail, they may receive you into everlasting habi- 
tations. 

The Tenth Sunday after Trinity. 

THE COLLECT. 

LET thy merciful ears, O Lord, be open to the 
prayers of thy humble servants; and that 
they may obtain their petitions make them to ask 
such things as shall please thee ; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

THE EPISTLE. 1 Cor. xii. 1. 

CONCERNING spiritual gifts, brethren, I 
would not have you ignorant. Ye know 
that ye were Gentiles, carried away unto these 
dumb idols, even as ye were led. Wherefore I 
give you to understand, that no man speaking by 
the Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed ; and 
that no man can say that Jesus is the Lord, but 
by the Holy Ghost. Now there are diversities 
of gifts, but the same Spirit. And there are 
differences of administrations, but the same Lord. 
And there are diversities of operations, but it is 
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the same God, who worketh all iii all. Bat the 
manifestation of the Spirit is given to every man 
to profit withal. For to one is given by the Spirit 
the word of wisdom; to another the word of 
knowledge by the same Spirit ; to another faith 
"by the same Spirit; to another the gifts of 
healing by the same Spirit ; to another the work - 
ing of miracles ; to another prophecy ; to another 
discerning of spirits; to another divers kinds 
of tongues; to another the interpretation of 
tongues. But all these worketh that one and the 
self-same Spirit, dividing to every man severally 
as he will. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke xix. 41. 

AND when he was come near, he beheld the 
city, and wept over it, saying, If thou 
hadst known, even thou, at least in this thy 
day, the things which belong unto thy peace! 
but now they are hid from thine eyes. For 
the days shall come upon thee, that thine ene- 
mies shall cast a trench about thee, and com- 
pass thee round, and keep thee in on every 
side, and shall lay thee even with the ground, 
and thy children within thee; and they shall 
not leave in thee one stone upon another ; 
because thou knewest not the time of thy 
Tisitation. And he went into the temple, and 
began to cast out them that sold therein, and 
them that bought, saying unto them. It is writ- 
ten, My house is the house of prayer : but ye 
have made it a den of thieves. And he taught 
daily in the temple. 
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The lleventli Sunday after Trinity. 

THE COLLECT. 

OGOD, who declarest thy almighty power 
most chiefly in shewing mercy and pity; 
Mercifally grant unto ns such a measure of thy 
grace, that we, running the way of thy command- 
ments, may obtain thy gracious promises, and 
be made partakers of thy heavenly treasure; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

THE EPISTLE. 1 Cor. xv. 1. 

BRETHREN, I declare unto you the Gospel 
which I preached unto you, which also 
ye have received, and wherein ye stand : by 
which also ye are saved, if ye keep in memory 
what I preached unto you, unless ye have be- 
lieved in vain. For I delivered unto you first 
of all, that which I also received, how that 
Christ died for our sins, according to the 
Scriptures ; and that he was buried ; and that 
he rose again the third day, according to the 
Scriptures; and that he was seen of Cephas, 
then of the twelve: after that, he was seen of 
above five hundred brethren at once ; of whom 
the greater part remain unto this present ; but 
some are fallen asleep : after that, he was seen 
of James ; then of all the Apostles ; and last 
of all, he was seen of me also, as of one born out 
of due time. For I am the least of the Apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an Apostle, because 
I persecuted the Church of God. But by the 
grace of God I am what I am : and his grace 
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which was bestowed upon me was not in vain; 
but I laboured more abundantly than they all; 
yet not I, but the grace of God which was with 
me. Therefore whether it were I or they, so we 
preach, and so ye believed. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke xviii. 9. 

JESUS spake this parable unto certain which 
trusted in themselves that they were right- 
eous, and despised others : Two men went up 
into the temple to pray ; the one a Pharisee, 
and the other a Publican. The Pharisee stood 
and. prayed thus with himself, God, 1 thank thee, 
that I am not as other men are, extortioners, 
ui^'nst, adulterers, or even as this Publican: I 
fast twice in the week, I give tithes of all that I 
possess. And the Publican, standing afar off, 
would not lift up so much as his eyes unto hea- 
v^, but smote upon his breast, saying, God be 
merciful to me a sinner. I tell you, this man 
went down to his house justified rather than the 
other: for every one that exalteth himself shall 
be abased ; and he that hnmbleth himself shall be 
exalted. 

The Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. 

THE COLLBOT. 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, who art 
always more ready to hear than we to pray, 
and art wont to give more than either we desire, 
or deserve; Pour down upon us the abund* 
ance of thy mercy; forgiving us those things 
whereof our conscience is afraid, and giving us 
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those good things which we are not. worthy to 
ask, but through the merits and mediation of 
Jesns Christ, thy Son, our Lord. Amen. 

THE EPISTLE. 2 Cor. iii. 4. 

SUCH trust have we through Christ to God- 
ward : not that we are sufficient of ourselves 
to think any thing as of ourselves ; but our suf- 
ficiency is of God. Who also hath made uff 
able ministers of the New Testament ; not of the 
letter, but of the Spirit: for the letter killeth^ 
but the Spirit giveth life. But if the ministra* 
tion of death written and engraven in stones 
was glorious, so that the children of Israel could 
not stedfastly behold the face of Moses ^f or the 
glory of his countenance, which glory was to be 
done away; how shall not the ministration of 
the Spirit be rather glorious ? For if the min- 
istration of condemnation be glory, much more 
doth the ministration of righteousness exceed in 
glory. 

THE GOSPEL. Mark vii. 31. 

JESUS, departing from the coasts of Tyre and 
Sidon, came unto the sea of Galilee, through 
the midst of the coasts of Decapolis. And they 
bring unto him one that was deaf, and had an 
impediment in his speech ; and they bese^h him 
to put his hand upon him. And he took him 
aside from the multitude, and put his fingers 
into his ears, and he spit, and touched his tongue ; 
and looking up to heaven, he sighed, and saith 
onto him, Ephphatha, that is. Be opened. And 
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sti*aightway his ears were opened, and the string 
of his tongue was loosed, and he spake plain. 
And he charged them that they should tell no 
man: bnt the more he charged them, so much 
the more a great deal they published it; and 
were beyond measure astonished, saying, He 
hath done all things well; he maketh both the 
deaf to hear, and the dumb to speak. 

The TMrteentli Sunday after Trinity. 

THE COLLECT. 

ALMIGHTY and merciful God, of whose only 
gift it Cometh that thy faithful people da 
unto thee true and laudable service : Grant, we 
beseech thee, that we may so faithfully serve thee 
in this life, that we fail not finally to attain thy 
heavenly promises ; through the merits of Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

THE EPISTLE. Gal. iii. 16. 

TO Abraham and his seed were the promises 
made. He saith not. And to seeds, as of 
many ; but as of one ; And to thy seed, which 
is Christ. And this I say, That the covenant 
that was confirmed before of God in Christ, the 
Law, which was four hundred and thirty years 
after, cannot disannul, that it should make the 
promise of none effect. For if the inheritojice 
be of the Law, it is no more of promise ; but 
God gave it to Abraham by promise. Where- 
fore then serveth the Law ? It was added be- 
cause of transgres^ons, till the seed should come, 
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to whom the promise was made; and it was 
ordamed by angels in the hand of a mediator. 
Now a mediator is not a mediator of one ; bat 
God is one. Is the Law then against the 
promises of God? God forbid: for if there 
had been a law given which conld have given 
life, verily righteousness should have been by the 
Law. But the Scripture hath concluded all 
under sin, that the promise by faith of Jesus 
Christ might be given to them that believe. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke x. 23. 

BLESSED are the eyes which see the things 
that ye see. For I tell you, That many 
prophets and kings have desired to see tho^e 
things which ye see, and have not seen them; 
and to hear those things which ye hear, and have 
not heard them. And behold, a certain Lawyer 
stood up, and tempted him, saying, Master, what 
shall I do to inherit eternal life ? He said unto 
him. What is written in the Law? how readest 
thou? And he answering said. Thou sfaalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy strength, and with 
all thy mind ; and thy neighbour as thyself. And 
he said unto him. Thou hast answered right; 
this do, and thou shalt live. But he, willing to 
justify himself, said unto Jesus, And who is 
my neighbour? And Jesus answering said, A 
certain man went down from Jerusalem to 
Jericho, and fell among thieves, which stripped 
him of his raiment, and wounded him, and 
departed, leaving him half • dead. And by 
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chance there cam» down a certain Priest that 
way, and, when he saw him, he passed bj on the 
other side. And likewise a Levite, when he was 
at the place, came and looked on him, and passed 
bj on the other side. Bat a certain Samaritan, 
as he journeyed, came where he was ; and, when 
he saw him, he had compassion on him, and went 
to him, and bound up his wounds, pouring in 
oil and wine, and set him on his own beast, and 
brought him to an inn, and took care of him. 
And on the morrow, when he departed, he took 
out two pence, and gave them to the host, and 
said unto him. Take care of him; and what- 
soever thou spendest more, when I come again, I 
will repay thee. Which now of these three, 
thinkest thou, was neighbour unto him that fell 
among the thieves? And he said. He that 
shewed mercy on him. Then said Jesus unto 
him. Go, and do thou likewise. 

The Fourteenth Sunday after Trinity. 

THE COLLECT. 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, give unto 
us the increase of faith, hope, and charity ; 
and, that we may obtain that which thou dost 
promise, make us to love that which thou dost 
commfuid ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
jimen, 

THE EPISTLE. Gal. v. 16. 

« 

I SAY then. Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall 
not fdfil the lust of the flesh. For the flesh 
Insteth against the Spirit, and the Spirit against 
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the flesh ; and these are contrary the one to the 
other ; so that ye cannot do the things that ye 
would. But if ye be led by the Spirit, ye are 
not under the law. Now the works of the flesh 
are manifest, which are these, adultery, fornica- 
tion, uncleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, witch- 
craft, hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, strife, 
seditions, heresies, envyings, murders, drunken- 
ness, revellings, and such like : of the which I 
tell you before, as I have also told you in time 
past. That they who do such things shall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God. But the fruit of the 
Spirit is love, joy, peace, long-suffermg, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, meekness, temperance: 
against such there is no law. And they that 
are Christ's have crucified the flesh, with the 
affections and lusts. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke xvii. 11. 

AND it came to pass, as Jesus went to Jeru- 
salem, that he passed through the midst of 
Samaria and Galilee. And as he entered into 
A certain village, there met him ten men that 
were lepers, which stood afar off. And they 
lifted up their voices, and said, Jesus, Master, 
have mercy on us. And when he saw them, he 
said unto them, Go, shew yourselves unto the 
priests. And it came to pass, that, as they 
went, they were cleansed. And one of them, 
when he saw that he was healed, turned back, 
«.nd with a loud voice glorified God, and fell 
doAvn on his face at his feet, giving him thanks ; 
and he was a Samaritan. And Jesus answering 
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said, Were there not ten cleansed ? bnt. where 
are the nine ? There are not found that returned 
to give glory to God, save this stranger. And 
he said unto him, Arise, go thy way, thy faith 
hath made thee whole. 

The Fifteenth Sunday after Trinity. 

THE COLLECT. 

KEEP, we beseech thee, O Lord, thy Church 
with thy perpetual mercy : and, because 
the frailty of man without thee cannot but fall, 
keep us ever by thy help from all things hurtful, 
and lead us to all things profitable to our salva- 
tion ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

THE EPISTLE. Gal. vi. 11. 

Fsee how large a letter I have written unto 
you with mine own hand. As many as de- 
sire to make a fair shew in the flesh, they con- 
strain you to be circumcised; only lest they 
should suffer persecution for the cross of Christ. 
For neither they themselves who are circumcised 
keep the law; but desire to have you circum- 
cised, that they may glory in your flesh. But 
God forbid that I should glory^ save in the cross 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom the world is 
crucified unto me, and I unto the world. For in 
Christ Jesus neither circumcision availeth any 
thing, nor uncircumcision, but a new creature. 
And as many as walk according to this rule, 
peace be on them, and mercy, and upon the 
Israel of God. From henceforth let no man 
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trouble me ; for I bear in my body the marks of 
the Lord Jesns. Brethren, the grace of our 
Lord Jesns Christ be with yonr spirit. Amen. 

THE GOSPEL. Matth. vi 24. 

NO man can serve two masters : for either he 
will hate the one, and love the other; or 
else he will hold to the one, and despise the 
other. Ye cannot serve God and Mammon. 
Therefore I say nnto you, Take no thought for 
your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink ; nor yet for your body, what ye shall put 
on : Is not the life more than meat, and the body 
than raiment ? Behold the fowls of the air ; for 
they sow not, neither do they reap, nor gather 
into barns; yet your heavenly Father feedeth 
them. Are ye not much better than they? 
Which of you by taking thought cun add one 
cubit unto his stature ? And why take ye thought 
for raiment 1 Consider the lilies of the field how 
they grow : they toil not, neither do they spin : 
and yet I say unto you, TJiat even Solomon in all 
his glory was not arrayed like one of these. 
Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass of the 
3eld, which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast into 
the oven ; shall he not much more clothe you, O 
ye of little faith ? Therefore take no thoughl^ 
saying, What shall we eat? or what shall we 
drink ? or wherewithal shall we be clothed ? (for 
after all these things do the Gentiles seek :) for 
your heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need 
of all these things. But seek ye first the king- 
d(»a of Gody and his righteousness, and all these 
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things shall be added nnto yon. Take therefore 
no thought for' the morrow ; for the morrow 
shall take thought for the things of itself : suffi- 
cient unto the day is ihe evil thereof. 

The Sixteenth Sunday after Trinity. 

THE COLLECT. 

OLORD, we beseech thee, let thy continual 
pity cleanse and defend thy Church; and, 
because it cannot continue in safety without thy 
succour, preserve it evermore by thy help and 
goodness ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen, 

THE EPISTLE. Ephes. ilL 13. 

I DESIRE that ye faint not at my tribulations 
for you, which is your glory. For this 
cause I bow my knees unto the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, of whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named, that he would grant 
you, according to the riches of his glory, to be 
strengthened with might by his Spirit in the 
inner man; that Christ may dwell in your hearts 
by faith ; that ye, being rooted and grounded in 
love, may be able to comprehend with all saints, 
what is the breadth, and length, and depth, and 
height; and to know the love of Christ, which 
passeth knowledge, that ye might be filled with 
all the fulness of God. Now unto him that is 
able to do exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, according to the power that 
worketh in us, unto him be glory in the Church 
by Christ Jesus, throughout all ages, world with- 
out end.

AND it came to pass the day after, that Jesns 
went into a city called Nain ; and many of 
his disciples went with him, and mnch people* 
Now when he came nigh to the gate of the city, 
behold, there was a dead man carried out, the 
only son of his mother, and she was a widow; 
and much people of the city was with her. And 
when the Lord saw her, he had compassion on 
her, and said unto her, Weep not. And he came 
and touched the bier, (and they that bare him 
stood still,) and he said, Young man, I say unto 
thee. Arise. And he that was dead sat up, and 
began to speak : and he delivered him to his 
mother. And there came a fear on all, and they 
glorified God, saying, That a great Prophet is 
risen up among us, and that God hath visited his 
people. And this rumour of him went forth 
throughout all Judse^, and throughout all the 
region round about.

THE EPISTLE. Ephes. iv. 1. 

I THEREFORE the prisoner of the Lord be- 
seech you, that ye walk worthy of the voca- 
tion wherewith ye are called, with all lowliness 
and meekness, with long-suffering, forbearing 
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one another in loye; endeavoaring to keep the 
nnity of the Spu*it in the bond of peace. There 
is one bodj, and one Spirit, even as je are called 
in one hope of your calling ; one Lord, one faith, 
one baptism, one God and Father of all, who is 
above all, and through all, and in yon all. 

THE GOSPEL. Luke xi7. 1. 

IT came to pass, as Jesus went into the house 
of one of the chief Pharisees to eat bread 
on the sabbath-day, that they watched him. 
And behold, there was a certain man before him 
which had the dropsy. And Jesus answering 
spake unto the Lawyers and Pharisees, saying, 
Is it lawful to heal on the sabbath-day? And 
they held their peace. And he took him, and 
healed him, and let him go ; and answered them, 
saying, Which of you shall have an ass, or au 
ox, fallen into a pit, and will not straightway 
pull him out on the sabbath-day? And they 
could not answer him again to these things. 
And he put forth a parable to those which were 
bidden, when he marked how they chose out the 
chief rooms, saying unto them, When thou art 
bidden of any man to a wedding, sit not down 
in the highest room; lest a more honourable 
man than thou be bidden of him ; and he that 
bade thee and him come and say to thee. Give 
this man place; and thou begin with shame to 
take the lowest room. But when thou art 
bidden, go and sit down in the lowest room; 
that, when he that bade thee cometh, he may 
say unto thee. Friend, go up higher : then shalt 
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oyer nnto lasciviousness, to work all nncleanness 
with greediness. Bat ye have not so learned 
Christ; if so be that ye have heard him, and 
have been taught by him, as the trath is in 
Jesus: that ye put off, concerning the former 
conversation, the old man, which is corrupt ac- 
cording to the deceitful lusts; and be renewed 
in the spirit of your mind ; and that ye put on 
the new man, which after God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness. Wherefore, 
putting away lying, speak every man truth with 
his neighbour : for we are members one of ano- 
ther. Be ye angry and sin not: let not the 
sun go down upon your wrath: neither give 
place to the devil. Let him that stole steal no 
more ; but rather let him labour, working with 
his hands the thing which is good, that he may 
have to give to him that needeth. Let no corrupt 
communication proceed out of your mouth, but 
that which is good to the use of edifying, that 
it may minister grace unto the hearers. And 
grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, whereby ye 
are sealed unto the day of redemption. Let all 
bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and clamour, 
and evil-speaking, be put away from you, with 
all malice. And be ye kind one to another, 
tender-hearted, forgiving one another, even as 
God for Christ's sake hath forgiven you. 

THE GOSPEL. Matth. ix. 1. 

JESUS entered into a ship, and passed over, 
and came into his own city. And behold, 
they brought to him a man sick of the palsy, 
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lying on a bed. And Jesus, seeing their /aith, 
said nnto the sick of the palsy, Son, be of 
good cheer, thy sins be forgiven thee. And 
behold, certain of the scribes said within them- 
selves. This man blasphemeth. And Jesus, know- 
ing their thoughts, said. Wherefore think ye evil 
in your hearts? For whether is easier to say, 
Thy sins be forgiven thee ? or to say, Arise, and 
walk ? But that ye may know that the Son of 
Man hath power on earth to forgive sins, (then 
saith he to the sick of the palsy,) Arise, take up 
thy bed, and go unto thine house. And he arose* 
and departed to his house. But when the mul- 
titude saw it, they marvelled, and glorified God, 
who had given such power unto men.

thy bountiful goodness keep us, we beseech 
thee, from all things that may hurt us ; that we, 
being ready both in body and soul, may cheer- 
fully accomplish those things that thou wouldest 
have done ; through Jesus .

THE EPISTLE. Ephes. v. 15. 

SEE then that ye walk circumspectly, not as 
fools, but as wise, redeeming the time, be- 
cause the days are evil. Wherefore be ye not 
unwise, but understanding what the will of the 
Lord is. And be not drunk with wine, wherein 
is excess ; but be filled with the Spirit; speak-

ing to yourselves in psalms, and hymns, and 
spiritaal songs ; singing and making melody in 
yonr heart to the Lord; giving thanks always 
for all things unto God and the Father, in the 
Name of our Lord Jesus Christ; submitting 
yourselves one to another in the fear of God. 

THE GOSPEL. Matth. xxii. 1. 

TESUS said. The Kingdom of heaven is like 
V unto a certain kmg, who made a marriage 
for his son; and sent forth his servants to call 
them that were bidden to the wedding; and 
they would not come. Aigain, he sent forth 
other servants, saying, Tell them which are 
bidden. Behold, I have prepared my dinner ; my 
oxen and my fatlings are killed, and all things 
are ready ; come unto the marriage. But they 
made light of it, and went their ways, one to his 
farm, another to his merchandise : and the rem- 
nant took his servants, and entreated them spite- 
fully, and slew them. But when the king heard 
thereof, he was wroth; and he sent forth his 
armies, and destroyed those murderers, and 
burnt up their city. Then saith he to his ser- 
vants, The wedding is ready, but they who were 
bidden were not worthy. Go ye therefore into 
the high-ways, and as many as ye shall find bid 
to the marriage. So those servants went out 
into the high-ways, and gathered together all, 
as many as they found, both bad and good ; and 
the wedding was furnished with guests. And 
when the king came in to see the guests, he saw 
there a man which had not on a wedding- 
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garment. And he saith nnto him, Friend, how 
earnest than in hither, not haying a wedding-, 
garment? And he was speechless. Then said 
the king to the servants, Bind him hand and 
foot, and take him away, and cast him into 
outer darkness: there shall be weeping arid 
gnashing of teeth. For many are called, but 
few are chosen.

THE EPISTLE. Ephes. ti. 10. 

MY brethren, be strong m the Lord, and in 
the power of his might. Put on the whole 
armour of God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil. For we wrestle 
not against flesh and blood, but against princi- 
palities, against powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against spiritual wicked- 
ness in high places. Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye may be able to 
withstand in the evil day, and, having done all, 
to stand. Stand therefore, having your loins girt 
about with truth ; and having on the breast-plate 
of righteousness; and your feet shod with the 
preparation of the Gospel of peace; above all, 
taking the shield of faith, wherewith ye shall be 
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able to quench all the fiery darts of the wicked ; 
and take the helmet of salvation, and the sword 
of the Spirit, which is the Word of God : pray- 
ing always with all prayer and sapplication in 
the Spirit, and watching thereunto with all per- 
severance, and supplication for all saints ; and 
for me, that utterance may be given unto me, 
that I may open my mouth boldly, to make 
known the mystery of the Gospel, for which I 
am an ambassador in bonds ; that therein I may 
speak boldly, as I ought to speak. 

THE GOSPEL. John iv. 46. 

THERE was a certain nobleman, whose son 
was sick at Capernaum. When he heard 
that Jesus was come out of Judsea into Galilee, 
he went unto him, and besought him that he 
would eome aown and heal his son ; for he was 
at the point of death. Then said Jesus onto 
him. Except ye see signs and wonders, ye will 
not believe. The nobleman saith unto him, Sir, 
come down ere my child die. Jesus saith unto 
him. Go thy way, thy son liveth. And the man 
believed the word that Jesus had spoken unto 
him, and he went his way. And, as he was now 
going down, his servants met him, and told him, 
saying. Thy son liveth. Then enquired he of 
them the hour when he began to amend : and 
they said unto him, Yesterday at the seventh 
hour the fever left him. So the father knew that 
it was at the same hour, in the which Jesus said 
unto him. Thy son liveth ; and himself believed, 
and his whole house. This is again the second 
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miracle that Jesus did, when he was come ont of 
JadsBa into Galilee.

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THE GOSPEL. Matth. xviii. 21. 

PETER said unto Jesus, Lord, how oft shall 
my brother sin against me, and I forgive 
him ? till seven tiroes 1 Jesus saith unto him, I 
say not unto thee, until seven times; but until 
seventy times seven. Therefore is the Kingdom 
of heaven likened unto a certain king, which 
would take account of his servants. And when 
he had begun to reckon, one was brought unto 
him, which owed him ten thousand talents. Bat 
forasmuch as he had not to pay, his lord com* 
manded him to be sold, and his wife and children, 
and all that he had, and payment to be made. 
The servant therefore fell down and worshipped 
him, saying. Lord, have patience with me, and I 
will pay thee all. Then the lord of that servant 
was moved with compassion, and loosed him, and 
forgave him the debt. But the same servant 
went out, and found one of his fellow-servants, 
which owed him an hundred pence ; and he laid 
hands on him, and took him by the throat, say- 
ing, Pay roe that thou owest. And his fellow- 
servant fell down at his feet, and besought him, 
saying, Have patience with roe, and I will pay 
thee all. And he would not ; but went and cast 
him into prison, till he should pay the debt. So 
when his fellow-servants saw what was done, they 
were very sorry, and came and told unto their 
lord all that was done. Then his lord, after that 
he had called him, said unto him. O thou wicked 
servant, I forgave thee all that debt, because thou 
desiredst me : shouldcst not thou also have had 
compassion on thy fellow-servant, even as 1 had 
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pity on thee ? And his lord was wroth, ami de- 
liyered him to the tormentors, till he. should pay 
all that was due nnto him. So likewise shall my 
heayenly father do also unto yon, if ye from 
yonr hearts forgive not every one his brother 
their trespasses.

For our conversation is 
in heaven; from whence also we look for the 
Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ; who shall 
change our vile body, that it may be fashioned 
like unto his glorious body, according to the 
working whereby he is able even to subdue all 
things unto himself. 
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THE GOSPEL. Matth. xzii. 15. 

rnHEN went the Pharisees and took coansel how 
X thej might entangle him in his talk. And 
they sent ont nnto him their disciples, with the 
Herodians, saying, Master, we know that tfaon 
art true, and teaehest the way of God in truth, 
neither earest thou for any man: for thon re- 
gardest not the person of men. Tell ns there- 
fore, what thinkest thou? is it lawful to give 
tribute unto Csesar, or not! But Jesus per- 
ceived their wickedness, and said, Why tempt 
ye me, ye hypocrites? shew me the tribute- 
money. And they brought unto him a peny. 
And he saith unto them. Whose is this image 
and superscription? They say unto him, 
Ceesar's. Then saith he unto them, Render 
therefore unto Ceesar the things which are 
Caesar's; and unto God the things that are 
God's. When they had heard these words, they 
marvelled, and left him, and went their way.

(And 
behold, a woman, which was diseased with an 
issue of blood twelve years, came behind him, 
and touched the hem of his garment; for she 
said within herself, If I may but touch his gar- 
ment, I shaU be whole. But Jesus turned him 
about, and, when he saw her, he said, Daughter, 
be of good comfort, thy faith hath made thee 
whole.

And when Jesus came into the 
ruler's house, and saw the minstrels and the 
people making a noise, he said unto them, Qive 
place ; for the maid is not dead, but sleepeth. 
And they laughed him to scorn. But when the 
people were put forth, he went in, and took her 
by the hand, and the maid arose. And the fame 
hereof went abroad into all that land.

Israel out of the land of Egypt ; but, The Lord 
liveth, which brought up, and which led the seed 
of the house of Israel out of the north-country, 
and from all countries whither I had driven 
them ; and they shall dwell in their own land. 

THE GOSPEL. John vi. 6. 

TTTHEN Jesus then lift up his eyes, and saw a 
T f great company come unto him, he saith 
unto Philip, Whence shall we buy bread that 
these may eat ? (And this he said to prove him ; 
for he himself knew what he would do.) Philip 
answered him. Two hundred peny-worth of bread 
is not sufficient for them, that every one of 
them may take a little. One of his disciples, 
Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, saith unto him. 
There is a lad here, which hath five barley- 
loaves, and two small fishes ; but what are they 
among so many? And Jesus said, Make the 
men sit down. Now there was much grass in 
the place. So the men sat down, in number 
about five thousand. And Jesus took the loaves, 
and, when he had given thanks, he distributed to 
the disciples, and the disciples to them that were 
set down, and likewise of the fishes, as much as 
they would. When they were filled, he said 
unto his disciples. Gather up the fragments that 
remain, that nothing be lost. Therefore they 
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gathered them together, and filled twelve baskets 
with the fragments of the five barley-loaves, 
which remained over and above onto them that 
had eaten. Then those men, when they had 
seen the miracle that Jesus did, said, This is of 
a truth that Prophet that should come into the 
world. 

Andrew the Apostle. 

THE COLLECT. 

ALMIGHTY God, who didst give such grace 
unto thy holy Apostle Andrew, that he 
readily obeyed the calling of thy Son Jesus 
Christ, and followed him without delay ; Grant 
unto us all, that we, being called by thy holy 
Word, may forthwith give up ourselves obedi- 
ently to fulfil thy holy commandments ; through 
the same Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen, 

THE EPISTLE. Rom. x. 9. 

IF thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved. For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness, and with the mouth confes- 
sion is made unto salvation. For the Scripture 
saith, Whosoever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed. For there is no difference between 
the Jew and the Greek : for the same Lord over 
all is rich unto all that call upon him. For 
whosoever shall call upon the Name of the Lord 
shall be saved. How then shall they call on 
him, in whom they have not believed 1 And 
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bow shall they believe in him, of whom they 
have not heard? And how shall they hear 
without a preacher ? And how shall they preach, 
except they be sent? As it is written, How 
beantifal are the feet of them that preach the 
Gospel of peace, and bring glad tidings of good 
things! But they have not all obeyed the 
GospeL For Esaias saith, Lord, who hath be- 
lieved our report? So then faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the Word of God. But 
I say. Have they not heard? Yes verily, their 
sound went into all the earth, and their words 
unto the ends of the world. But I say. Did not 
Israel know ? First Moses saith, I will provoke 
you to jealousy by them that are no people, and 
by a foolish nation I will anger yon. But Esaias 
is very bold, and saith, I was found of them that 
sought me not ; I was made manifest ttnto them 
that asked not after me. But to Israel he saith, 
All day long I have stretched forth my hands 
unto €t disobedient and gainsaying people. 

THE GOSPEL. Mattb. iv. 18. 

TESTIS, walking by the sea of Galilee, saw two 
f) brethren, Simon called Peter, and Andrew 
his brother, casting a net into the sea, (for they 
were fishers;) and he saith unto them. Follow 
me ; and I will make you fishers of men. And 
they straightway^ left their nets, and followed 
him. And going on from thence he saw other 
two brethren, James the son of Zebedee, and 
John his brother, in a ship with Zebedee their 
father, mending their nets ; and he called them. 
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And they immediately left the ship and their 
father, and followed him. 

Thomas the Apostle. 

THE COLLECT. 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, who for the" 
greater confirmation of the faith didst suffer 
thy holy Apostle Thomas to be doubtful of thy 
Son's resurrection; Grant us so perfectly, and 
without any doubt, to believe in thy Son Jesus 
Christ, that our faith in thy sight may never be 
reproved. Hear us, O Lord, through the same 
Jesus Christ, to whom, with thee and the Holy 
Ghost, be all honour and glory, now and for ever- 
more. Amen. 

THE EPISTLE. Ephes. ii. 19. 

NOW therefore ye are no more strangers and 
foreigners, but fellow-citizens with the 
saints, and of the household of God; and are 
built upon the foundation of the Apostles and 
Prophets, Jesus Christ himself being the chief 
corner-stone; in whom all the building, fitly 
framed together, groweth unto an holy temple in 
the Lord ; in whom ye «ilso are builded together 
for an habitation of God, through the Spirit. 

THE GOSPEL. John xx. 24. 

rnHOMAS, one of the twelve, called Didymns, 
X was not with them when Jesus came. The 
other disciples therefore said unto him. We have 
seen the Lord. But he said unto them^ Except 
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I shall see in his hands the print of the nails, 
and put my finger into the print of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into his side, I will not believe. 
And after eight days again his disciples were 
within, and Thomas with them: then came 
Jesus, the doors being shut, and stood in the 
midst, and said, Peace be unto you. Then 
saith he to Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, and 
behold my hands ; and reach hither thy hand, and 
thrust it into my side ; and be not faithless, but 
believing. And Thomas answered and said unto 
him. My Lord, and my God. Jesus saith unto 
him, Thomas, because thou hast seen me, thou 
hast believed; blessed are they that have not 
seen, and yet have believed. And many other 
signs truly did Jesus in the presence of his dis- 
ciples, which are not written in this book. But 
these are written, that ye might believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God; and 
that believing ye might have life through his 
Name. 

The Conversion of Paul the Apostle, 

THE COLLECT. 

OGOD, who, through the preaching of the 
blessed Apostle Paul, hast caused the light 
of the Gospel to shine throughout the world; 
Grant, we beseech thee, that we, having his 
wonderful conversion in remembrance, may shew 
forth our thankfulness unto thee for the same, 
by following the holy doctrine which he taught ; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Ameu, 
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FOR THE EPISTLE. Acts ix. 1. 

AND Saul, yet breathing out threatenings and 
slaughter against the disciples of the Lord, 
went unto the high priest, and desired of him 
letters to Damascus to the synagogues, that, if 
he found any of this way, whether they were 
men or women, he might bring them bound unto 
Jerusalem. And, as he journeyed, he came near 
Damascus, and suddenly there shined round 
about him a light from heaven. And he fell to 
the earth, and heard a voice saying unto him, 
Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me 1 And ho 
said, Who art thou. Lord? And the Lord said, 
I am Jesus whom thou persecutest: it is hard 
for thee to kick against the pricks. And he, 
trembling and astonished, said, Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do ? And the Lord said unto 
him, Arise, and go into the city, and it shall be 
told thee what thou must do. And the men 
which journeyed with him stood speechless, 
hearing a voice, but seeing no man. And Saul 
arose from the earth, and when his eyes were 
opened he saw no man ; but they led him by the 
hand, and brought him into Damascus. And he 
was three days without sight, and neither did 
eat nor drink. And there was a certain disciple 
at Damascus, named Ananias, and to him said 
the Lord in a vision, Ananias. And he said. 
Behold, I am here, Lord. And the Lord said 
unto him, Arise, and go into the street which 
is called Straight, and enquire in the house 
of Judas for one called Saul, of Tarsu3 : for 
behold, he prayeth, and hath seen in a vision 
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a man named Ananias, coming in, and putting 
his hand on him, that he might receive his 
siglit Then Ananias answered, Lord, I have- 
heard by many of this man, how mach evil 
he hath done to thy saints at Jerusalem; and 
here he hath authority from the chief priests to 
bind all that call on thy Name. But the Lord 
said unto him, Go thy way ; for he is a chosen 
vessel unto me, to bear my Name before the 
Gentiles, and kings, and the children of Israel : 
for I will shew him how great things he must 
suffer for my Name's sake. And Ananias went 
his way, and entered into the house; and, put- 
ting his hands on him, said. Brother Saul, the 
Lord, (even Jesus that appeared unto thee in 
the way as thou camest,) hath sent me, that 
thou mightest receive thy sight, and be filled 
with the Holy Ghost. And immediately there 
fell from his eyes as it had been scales ; and he 
received sight forthwith, and arose, and was 
baptized. And when he had received meat, he 
was strengthened. Then was Saul certain days 
with the disciples which were at Damascus. 
And straightway he preached Christ in the 
synagogues, that he is the Son of God. But all 
that heard him were amazed, and said, Is not 
this he that destroyed them which called on this 
Name in Jerusalem, and came hither for that 
intent, that he might bring them bound unto 
the chief priests ? But Saul increased the more 
in strength, and confounded the Jews which 
dwelt at Damascus, proving that this is very 
Christ 
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PRESENTATIOX OF CHEIST IS THE TEMPLE. 

THE GOSPEL. Matth. xix. 27. 

PETER answered and said nnto Jesus, Behold, 
we have forsaken aU, and followed thee; 
what shall we have therefore I And Jesus said 
unto them, Terily I say unto you, That ye 
which have followed me, in the regeneration 
when the Son of Man shall sit in the throne of 
his glory, ye also shall sit upon twelve thrones, 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel. And every 
one that hath forsaken houses, or brethren, or 
sisters, or father, or mother, or wife, or childbren, 
or lands, for my Name's sake, shall receive an 
hundred-fold, and shall inherit everlasting life. 
But many that are first shall be last, and the last 
shall be first. 

The Presentation of Christ in the Temple. 

THE COLLECT. 

ALMIGHTY and everliving God, we humbly 
beseech thy Majesty, that, as thy only- 
begotten Son was presented in the temple in 
substance of our flesh, so we may be presented 
unto thee with pure and clean hearts, by the 
same thy Son Jesus Christ our Lord.

FOR THE EPISTLE. Mai. iii. 1. 

BEHOLD, I will send my messenger, and he 
shall prepare the way before me : and the 
Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly come to his 
temple; even the messenger of the covenant, 
whom ye delight in ; behold, he shall come, saith 
the Lord of hosts.

Then shall the offerings of 
Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto the Lord, 
as in the days of old, and as in former years. 
And I will come near to you to judgement, and 
I will be a swift witness against the sorcerers, 
and against the adultererai and against false- 
swearers, and against those that oppress the 
hireling in his wages, the widow, and the father- 
less, and that turn aside the stranger from his 
right, and fear not me, saith the Lord of hosts.

AND when the days of her purification, accord- 
ing to the Law of Moses, were accom- 
plished, they brought him to Jerusalem, to pre- 
sent him to the Lord; (as it is written in the 
Law of the Lord, Every male that openeth the 
womb shall be called holy to the Lord ;) and to 
offer a sacrifice, according to that which is said 
in the Law of the Lord, A pair of turtle- 
doves, or two young pigeons.

And Joseph and his mother marvelled at those 
things which were -«poken of him. And Sy- 
meon blessed them, and said unto Mary 1^ 
mother, Behold, this child is set for the fall 
and rising again of many in Israel; and for a 
sign which shall be spoken against ; (yea, a 
sword shall pierce through thy own soul aJso;) 
that the thoughts of many hearts may be re- 
vealed. And there was one Anna a prophete% 
the daughter of P&anuel, of the tribe of Aser ; 
she was of a great age, and had lived with an 
husband seven years from her virginity : and 
she was a widow of about fourscore and four 
years ; which departed not from the temple^ 
but served God with fastings and prayers night 
and day. And she coming in that instant gave 
thanks likewise Yinto the Lord, and spake of 
him to all them that looked for redemption in 
Jerusalem. And when they had performed aU 
things according to the law of the Lord, they 
returned into Galilee to their own city Nazaretfau 
And the child grevr, and waxed strong in spirit, 
filled with wisdom ; and the grace of God wsb 
upon him.

Bnt Jesns called them 
nnto him, and said, Ye know that the princes of 
the Gentiles exercise dominion over them, and 
they that are great exercise authority upon them. 
But it shall not be so among you : but whoso- 
ever will be great among you, let him be your 
minister ; arid whosoever will be chief among^ 
you, let him be your servant : even as the Son of 
Man came not to be ministered unto, but to> 
minister, and to give his life a ransom for many.

AN EXHOBTATIOX. 

BELOVED, ye hear in this Gospel the words 
of our Saviour Christ, that except a man 
be bom of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the khigdom of God. Likewise, 
immediately before his ascension into heaven, 
(as we read in the last Chapter of the Gospel by 
Mark,) he gave command to his disciples, say- 
ing. Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
Gospel to every creature. He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved ; but he that believeth 
not shall be damned. Peter the Apostle also, 
when upon his first preaching of the Gospel many 
were pricked at the heart, and said to him and 
the rest of the Apostles, Men and brethren, what 
shall we do 1 replied and said unto them, Repait^ 
and be baptized every one of yon for the remis- 
sion of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. For the promise is to yon and 
your children, and to all that are afar off, even as 
many as the Lord our God shall call And with 
many other words exhorted he them, saying, Save 
yourselves from this untoward generation. For 
(as the same Apostle testifieth in another place) 
even Baptism doth also now save us, (not the 
putting away of the filth of the flesh, but the 
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answer of a good conscience towards God,) hj 
the resnrrection of Jesus Christ. Doabt je not 
therefore, bat earnestly belieye that he will 
favourably receive these pi^sent persons, truly 
repenting, and coming unto him by faith; that 
he will give them the blessing of eternal life, and 
make them partakers of his everlastii^ kingdom.

ALL ye that are married, or that intend to 
take the holy estate of Matrimony upon 
you, hear what the holy Scripture doth say as 
touching the duty of husbands towards their 
wives, and wives towards their husbands. 

The Apostle Paul, in his Epistle to the Ephe-^ 
sians, the fifth Chapter, doth give this command- 
ment to all married men ; Husbands, love your 
wives, even as Christ also loved the Church, and 
gave himself for it, that he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of water, by the 
Word; that he might present it to himself a 
glorious Church, not having spot, or wrinkle, or 
any such thing ; but that it should be holy, and 
without blemish. So ought men to love their 
wives as their own bodies. He that loveth his 
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wife loveth himself : for no man ever jet hated 
his own flesh, but nourisheth and cherisheth it, 
even as the Lord the Church : for we are mem- 
bers of his body, of his flesh, and of his bones. 
For this canse shall a man leave his father and 
mother, and shall be joined unto his wife ; and 
they two shall be one flesh. This is a great 
mystery ; but I speak concerning Christ and the 
Church. Nevertheless, let every one of you in 
particular so love his wife, even as himself. 

Likewise the same Apostle Paul, writing to 
the Colossians, speaketh thus to all men that are 
married ; Husbands, love your wives, and be not 
bitter against them. 

Hear also what Peter, the Apostle of Christ, 
who was himself a married man, saith unto them 
that are married ; Ye husbands, dwell with your 
wives according to knowledge; giving honour 
onto the wife, as unto the weaker vessel, and as 
being heirs together of the grace of life, that 
your prayers be not hindered. 

Hitherto ye have heard the duty of -the hus- 
band toward the vnfe. Now likewise, ye wives, 
hear and learn your duties toward your hus- 
bands, even as it is plainly set forth in holy 
Scripture. 

The Apostle Paul, in the aforenamed Epistle 
to the Ephesians, teacheth you thus; Wives, 
submit yourselves unto your own husbands, as 
unto the Lord. For the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is the head of the Church : 
and he is the Saviour of the body. Therefore as 
the Church is subject unto Christ, so let the

wives be to their own husbands in every thing. 
And again he saith, Let the wife see that she 
reverence her hnsband. 

And in his Epistle to the Colossians, he giveth 
yon this short lesson ; Wives, submit yourselves 
unto your own husbands, as it is fit in the Lord. 

The Apostle Peter also doth instruct you very 
well, thus saying ; Ye wives, be in subjection to 
your own husbands ; that, if any obey not the 
Word, they also may without the Word be won 
by the conversation of the wives; while they 
behold your chaste conversation coupled with 
fear. Whose adorning, let it not be that out- 
ward adorning of plaiting the hair, and of wear- 
ing of gold, or of putting on of apparel ; but let 
it be the hidden man of the heart, in that whicb 
is not corruptible ; even the ornament of a meet 
and quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God of 
great price. For after this manner in the old 
time the holy women also, who trusted in God, 
adorned themselves, being in subjection unto- 
their own husbands; even as Sarah obeyed Abra- 
ham, calling him lord ; whose daughters ye are 
as long as ye do well, and are not afraid with any 
amazement.

thisformy or other like, 

DEARLY beloved, know this, that Almighty 
God is the Lord of life and death, and of 
all things to them pertaining, as youth, strength, 
health, age, weakness, and sickness. Wherefore, 
whatsoever your sickness is, know you certainly, 
that it is God's visitation. And for what cause 
soever this sickness is sent unto you ; whether it 
be to try your patience for the example of others, 
and that your faith may be found in the day of the 
Lord unto praise, honour, and glory, and to end- 
less felicity ; or else it be sent unto you to cor- 
rect and amend in you whatsoever doth offend 
the eyes of your heavenly Father; know you 
certainly, that if you truly repent you of your 
sins, and bear your sickness patiently, trusting in 
God's mercy, for his dear son Jesus Christ's 
sake, and render unto him humble thanks for his 
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fatherly visitation, submitting yourself wholly 
unto his will, it shall turn to your profit, and 
help you forward in the right way that leadetb 
unto everlasting life. 

% If the person visited he very sichy then the Minister 
may end his exhortation in this place, or else p^^o- 
ceed. 

TAKE therefore in good part the chastisement 
of the Lord: For (as the Apostle Paul 
saith in the twelfth Chapter to the Hebrews) 
whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and seourg- 
eth every son whom he reeeiveth. If ye endure 
chastening, God dealeth with you as with sons ; 
for what son is he whom the father chasteneth 
not ? But if ye be without chastisement, whereof 
all are partakers, then are ye bastards and not 
sons. Furthermore, we have had fathers of our 
flesh, which corrected us, and we gave them 
reverence : shall we not much rather be in sub- 
jection unto the Father of spirits, and live ? For 
they verily for a few days chastened us after 
their own pleasure ; but he for our profit, thjit 
we might be partakers of his holiness. These 
words, good brother, are written in holy Scripture 
for our comfort and instruction ; that we should 
patiently, and with thanksgiving, bear our hea- 
venly Father's correction, whensoever by any 
manner of adversity it shall please his gracions 
goodness to visit us. And there should be no 
greater comfort to Christian persons, than to be 
made like unto Christ, by suffering patiently ad- 
versities, troubles, and sicknesses. For he him- 
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self went not up to joy, but first he suffered pain ; 
he entered not into his glory before he was cruci- 
fied. So truly our way to eternal joy is to suffer 
here with Christ; and our door to enter into 
eternal life is gladly to die with Christ ; that we 
may rise again from death, and dwell with him in 
everlasting life. Now therefore, taking your sick- 
ness, which is thus profitable for you, patiently ; 
forasmuch as after this life there is an account to 
be given unto the righteous Judge, by whom all 
must be judged, without respect of persons ; I 
require you to examine yourself and your estate, 
both toward God and man; so that, accusing 
and condemning yourself for your own faults, you 
may find mercy at our heavenly Father's hand 
for Christ's sake. 

IF Here the Minister^ if he see fit, may say to the 

sick person. 

DOST thoubelieve in God the Father Ahnighty, 
Maker of heaven and earth ? 

And in Jesus Christ his only-begotten Son our 
Lord ? And that he was conceived by the Holy

NOW is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first-fruits of them that slept For 
;8ince by man came death, by man came also the 
resurrection of the dead. For as in Adam all 
•die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive. 
But every man in his own order : Christ the first-

fruits; afterward they that are Christ*s, at his 
coming. Then cometh the end, when he shall 
have delivered up the kingdom to God, even the 
Father ; when he shall have put down all rule, 
and all authority, and power. For he must 
reign, till he hath put all enemies under his feet. 
The last enemy that shall be destroyed is death. 
For he hath put all things under his feet. But 
when he saith, all things are put under him, it is 
manifest that he is excepted, which did put all 
things under him. And when all things shall be 
subdued unto him, then shall the Son also himself 
be subject unto him that put all things under 
him, that God may be all in all. Else what shall 
they do which are baptized for the dead, if the 
dead ritse not at all ? Why are they then bap- 
tized for the dead? and why stand we in 
jeopardy every hour? I protest by your re- 
joicing, which I have in Christ Jesus our Lord, 
I die daily. If after the manner of men I have 
fought with beasts at Ephesus, what advantageth 
it me, if the dead rise not? Let us eat and 
drink, for to-morrow we die. Be not deceived : 
evil communications corrupt good manners. A- 
wake to righteousness, and sin not; for some 
have not the knowledge of God. I speak this to 
your shame. But some man will say. How are 
the dead raised up ? and with what body do they 
come ? Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not 
quickened, except it die. And that which thoQ 
sowest, thou sowest not that body that shall be, 
but bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or of 
some other grain : But God giveth it a body, as 
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it hath pleased him, and to every seed his own 
body. All flesh is not the same flesh ; bat there 
is one kind of flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, 
another of fishes, and another of birds. There 
are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial; 
but the glory of the celestial is one, and the glory 
of the terrestrial is another. There is one glory 
of the snn, and another glory of the moon, and 
another glory of the stars ; for one star differeth 
from another star in glory. So also is the resor- 
rection of the dead : It is sown in corruption ; 
it is raised in incorruption : It is sown in dis- 
honour ; it is raised in glory : It is sown ia 
weakness; it is raised in power: It is sown a 
natural body; it is raised a spiritual body. 
There is a natural body, and there is a spiritual 
body. And so it is written, The first man Adam 
was made a living soul; the last Adam was made 
a quickening spirit. Howbeit, that was not first 
which is spiritual, but that which is natural; 
and afterward that which is spiritual. The first 
man is of the earth, earthy : the second man is 
the Lord from heaven. As is the earthy, such 
are they that are earthy : and as is the heavenly, 
such are they also that are heavenly. And as 
we have borne the image of the earthy, we shall 
also bear the image of the heavenly. Now this I 
say, brethren, that flesh and blood cannot inherit 
the kingdom of God; neither doth corruption 
inherit incorruption. Behold, I shew you a 
mystery : We shall not all sleep, but we shall all 
be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump, (for the trumpet shall 
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sound,) and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, 
and we shall be changed. For this corruptible 
must put on incorruption, and this mortal must 
put on immortahty. So when this corruptible 
shall have put on incorruption, and this mortal 
shall have put on immortahty; then shall be 
brought to pass the saying that is written. Death 
is swallowed up in victory. O death, where is 
thy sting ? grave, where is thy victory ? The 
sting of death is sin, and the strength of sin is 
the law. But thanks be to God, which giveth 
us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye stedfast, 
unmoveable, always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is 
not in vain in the Lord.
